*is compos'd of [evernt Nations. There march they that drink thepleafanc 
Streams of the Famous Xarthw. There the Mountaineers, thar Till the 
*fertil Fields of Mafi/ja. Yonder, they that fift the fine Gold of the Hap- 
*2y Arabia. Yonder, they that inliabit the Renowned Banks of Thermodoy. 
They that fiſh in the Golden ftrearhs of Padolus ; The Perfidiotts Numi- 
@fians; The Perſians, Famous Archers. The Medes and Parthians, moſt 
«dangerous when they flye. The wandring Arabs, the Savage and Cruel 
© Frxthians, the Erhiopians, that bore their Lips and Noftrils; with a thou- 
©Aand other Nations, which 1 ſee, and of which I know the Countenances, 
*tho 1 have forgot their Names. All theſe Nations, I fay, compoſe that 
Army, rang'd under their peculiar Enſigns. 

*On rhe other ſide are they that drink the Cryſtal ſtreams of Betis, ſha- 
ded with Olive-Trees. They that cleanſe the wealthy Oar of Tazus. They 
*hat enjoy the enriching Current of the Divine Genife. They that mow - 
*the Tzrrefian Meadows. They that live fo happily among the delightful 
Paſtures of Xeres; the wealthy Manchegweſians, crown'd with Wheat- 
*ſheaves. The Ancient Off ſpring of the Goths, that delve for Tron. And 
*they that quiver with, Appeznine,Cold,. and Pyrexean Snow. In a word, 
. all chat Emrope contains within its vaſt extent. 

$4rtho was fo aftoni{ſfd to hear ſuch an Inundation of words, that he 
had not a word to fay. , All that he could do, was to ſtare with his Gog- 
. gles, and to turn his Jobber-noſe as his Mafter pointed with his finger, to 

ſee if he could diſcover the Knights and Giants which his Maſter ſhew'd 
him.- But at'lenprh, not being able to diſcern the leaſt fign, or ſo much 
as the Tail.of a Horfe, of all the long Muſter-Roll that che Champion had 
Re in ſis Imagination. Nouns, quo he, either I am blind, or the De- 
vil has carry'd away. all your Knights and Giants; for as Pm a ſinner t9

turn'd Fool, cryd Doz 2aixote; why, doſt not heat their Horfes Neizhte, 
the Trampets found, and the Drums rattle? May I periſh, quo Saxcho, if I 
hear any thing but the bleating of a few Sheep, Then Tha? found it out, 
quo Doz 2uixore, for thy fears difturb thy Senſes; thou neither ſeeft. wa

thy Eyes, nor hear'ſt with thy Ears. But -*is no- matter, I need not _the 
Affiftance of a Coward, Ile have the Honour of the Victory my ſelf. And 
ſo ſaying, he couch'd his Lance, and putting Spurs to Roſinaxte, flew like 
Lightning into the Plain, Sancho bawld after him as loud as he could 
yaul ; call'd Heav'n to witneſs, that they were only Sheep; then bannd him 
.to the bottomleſs Pit ; Curſe o' my Father that begat me, quo Saxcho, thar 
I ſhould be ſo unfortunate to ſerve ſach a Mad-man as this ! Sir, — Sir, — 
Maſter Doz Quixote, — Bent out o' your Wits, Sir,— There are no Gzaxrs, 

: no _Kyights, no Aſparagus Gardens, no Shields either broke or whole ; but 
only a few Sheep, which you are going to kill before you have Money to 
pay for them.— But Don Quixote, deaf to all his Squires Imprecations, 
with a Voice louder then his Dwarf, crying out to himſelf, Courage, courage, 
brave Kigbts, that fight under the Standard of valiant Pentapolin, with the 
naked Arm ; Follow but me, and we will ſoon be avengd. of that Traitor 
Alifanfaron of Taprobana, and preſently flung himſelf and his. Horſe among 
the poor Sheep with that Gallantry and Reſolution, that he ſoon laid ſome 
of hismortal Enemies wallowing in their Blood. 


The: Shepherds ſeeing theirSheep go to rack in ſuch.a,manner, at firſt 
calFdour to him, to know what he meant, and what harm. the poor: Sheep 
- had dene him ;. but finding fair means ſo little my they. ply'd him with 


Stones as big as their Fiſts, out of their Slings ; and that fo.nimbly, that 


one Stone never ftaid for another. But the Champion diſdaining_ that 
fort of ' Skirmiſhing at a Diſtance, n'ere minded the Stones, being altoge- 
ther for meeting with A/ifanfaron, crying out, Where art a',. Traitor, Ati- 
fanfaron ? Appear to him that here expeQts thee hand to. hand, to try the 
mettle of thy keen X;1zadog, and to chaſtize;thee for making War unjuſt- 
ly upon the valiant Pexrapolin. At length. among ſuch. a Showre of Stones 


as -hew about the Champion's Ears, there-was'one that lit upon his Ribs, 
and forc'd its way through two of the ſhorteſt.” Dox Zuixote thought him- 
ſelf ſlain, . or at leaff, dangerouſly wounded ; but then calling to mind his 
- Balſom, and pulling out his Tin-pot, he began to ſet the. precious Liquer 
'to his Mouth. At what time, before he could finiſh his Draught, another 
Stone; of a ſudden, ſtruck the Pot out of his Hand, carry'd away three or 
four of his Teeth, -and maim'd almoſt all his Fingers. Theſe two Blows 
were ſo violent, that the poor K-24: falling from his Horſe, lay ftretch'd 
out upon the, Ground as quiet as a Lamb. So that the Shepherds believing 
him ſlain, took up their dead Sheep, to thenumber: of fix or ſeven, befides 
what were wounded ; and rallying their diſorder Flocks, made what haſte 
they could out of the way. | SF,

Will, . *twas only be- 
cauſe I: knew not what Succeſs Chivalry-mght have in'theſe Times ; and!

ter. But there is one thing that troubles me more then that, which is a 
Secret between thee and me; that is to fay, when I have found out a 
Prince and an I»fa»ta, how the Devil I ſhall make my ſelf out to be of an 
[laſtrious Deſcent, if it were but the Var#r4/ Son of ſome Emperor. For 
unleſs I' make out one of theſe two things, the King will as ſoon give me a 
Halter,as his Daughter, tho I ſhould out-do Herco/es himielf ; and is it not 
great pity a man ſhould loſe ſuch vaſt Adyantages for ſich a Trifle as this? 
That I am a Gentleman, and of an Ancient Pedigree, is well known ; and 
there are Heralds, if a Man could meer with *em, that for a ſmall Sum of 
Money would ſoon make me the fifth or fixch at leaſt in Deſcent from a King. 
For, Sancho, there are two ſorts of Originals. Some there are who De- 
ſcended at firſt from the Loyns of Princes, whoſe Families by Conqueſt, 
loſs of their Territories, and other Malignities\of Fortune, became obſcure, 
till at laſt they end-in a point like a Pyramid. Others there are, who from 
mean and low Deſcents, Kill mount and mouat, till at length they come to 
ſit upon the higheſt Pinacles of Grandeur. That is to ſay, ſome were what 
they are not; and others are not what they were. And-thus, tho 1 am not 
what I was, yet if I am what I was: not, it might be ſufficient to content 
any Father-in-law the World. And what if 1 were the Son of a Tankard- 
Bearer, if the _—_— be ſo deſperately in Love with me, that-ſhe Marries 


me in ſpight of her Fathers teeth? Or if ſhe ftand upon her Pun&ilio's, 


*is but hurrying away in a Coach and Six, and carrying her our of reach, 
till Tune or Death ſhall put an 'end to the Perſecutions of my Father-in- 
law.”

H E Great Cid Hamer Benengeli, the Famous Arabian and Mancheg an 
'F Author, reports in his grave, lofty, pleaſant, merry-conceited 
Story, that after the long and learned Diſcourſe between Saxcho and his 
Maſter, Doz Quixote lifting up his Eyes, ſaw to the number of about twen- 
' ry Perſons, all in a row one behind another, like Beads upon a ſtring, who 
being link't together, with every one a Sauſage of Iron about his Neck, 
and manacl'd to boot, came faunter, ſaunter along, till they met eachother 
fall butt. They were alſo guarded by two Harquebuſiers a Horſe-back , 
and two Men armed with Swords and Javelins. So ſoon as Saxcho ſpy'd 
'em, What have we got here, quo he? o* my Life, a company of Rogues 
condemn'd and forc'd to the Gallies. How, forcd, quo Dox Yuixote ? 
Can the King offer violence to any Man ? I mean, Sir, quo Sazcho, Fellows 
| Condemn'd for their Crimes to ſerve the King in his Gallies. However , 
quo Doz 2ixote, in that ſence they are forc'd, becauſe they do not go of 
their own free-Will. That, I dare ſwear they don'r, quo Sancho. If it be 
ſo, quo Doz Zixote, then they come within the Verge of my Profeſſion, 
which is, to prevent Violence, and ſuccour the Miſerable. What then, 
Sir, quo Sancho, you cannot reckon theſe Fellows to be Oppreſs'd, that are 
Condemn'd by the Law and Juſtice. 

By that time the Chain drew near, and then Doz Zuzxote in very civil 
Language defir'd the Guards to inform him, why'the poor People were fo 
ſeverely Chain'd and Fetter'd ? Sir, anſwer'd one of the Horſe-men, theſe 
are Criminals going to ſerve the King in his Gallies ; which is all I know, 
nor do I think 1t proper for you to know any more. However, reply'd Doz 
©1ixote, IT think you will highly oblige me, to let me inform my {ſelf from 
every particular Perſon, of the cauſe. of his Misfortune. Why, -Sir, quo 
tr other Horſe-man, if you think fit to Examine *em your ſelf, you'l find 
they give ye Satisfa&tion ; for they are ſuch honeſt People, they are not 
aſhamedto boaſt of their Rogueries. | | 

'With this gaod leave, which Don 2«ixote would have taken of himſelf, 
had they deny'd him, He rode up to the Chain, andask'd the firſt; Where- 
fore he was ſo ſeverely loaded? To whom the Fellow made anſwer, *twas 
forbeing in Love. In Love! quo Don Zuixote —and is that all? Bodikins ! 
if all that were in Love, were to be thus puniſh'd, T had row'd 7 the Gal- 
lies long before this. I do not mean, quo the Pris'ner, as you mean. *Twas 
for being in love with a Hamper of Linnen; with which I was ſo in love, 
that had not the Judges of the Seſfionstak'n it from'me, I had huggd ic 
1 my Embraces to this hour. . In ſhort, I was tak'n in the FaCt ; there was 
no need of ?Proofs : I was Condemn'd, had my ſhoulders powder'd with 
Is STENE”, / CIs _ Whip- 
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Whip-cord Spots, and when I have »:ow'd the great Meadow for three Years 
together, then my Work's done W hat d' ye mean by »owing the great 
Meadow ? Why, that's rowing 1 the Gallies, reply'd theSlave,. who was a 
young Rogue of about four and twenty Years of Age. 

Then Dox 2aixote put the fame Queſtion to the Second, who was ſo 
melancholly, that he would not make any Anſwer. But the firſt Slip-ſtring 
undertaking to be his Spokeſman, to ſpare him a Labour ; This, faid he, is 
a Canary-Mere-maid, that goes to the Gallies for having ſung. too much. 
How ! quo Dox 2sixote— W hat do they ſend Muſicians to the Gallies too ? 
Yes, Sir, anſwer'd the. Slave, becauſe there is nothing more dangerous, 
then to ſing in Afliftion. How ! quo Doz 2xixote, that's contrary to the 
Proverb, And ſome for Sorrow jing. Oh, Sir ! quo the Slave, tis quite other- 
wiſe with us; he that ſings, ſhall weep all his life-rime afterwards. I 
profeſs, quo Doz Quixote, I do not undcifingd ye. Sir, ſaid one of the 
Guards, ſinging among theſe Newgate-birds, is takin for confeſſing at the 
Rack. This fellow was put to the Rack, and confeſs'd his. Crime, which 
was nothing but Horſe ſtealing ; and becauſe he ſung, that is confeſs'd, he 
is condemn'd to the Gallies for fix years, beſides a hundred Laſhes paid him 
down upon the Nail in ready Caſh. And the reaſon why you ſee that Fel- 
low fo melancholly, and caſt down, is only becauſe his Companions: will 
never let him be at reſt, but jeer and laugh at him continually for his want 
of Reſolution to ſuffer and deny; as if it had not been as eaſie for him to 
have faid No, as Tes : Or, as if a Criminal were not a happy Man that 
could depend upon his own Tongue to fave his Life, without being be- 
holding to Counter-proofs and Witneſſes for the Priſoner. | 

Thence Dox 2«ixote paſſing to the Third ; and You, ſaid he, What have 
you done ? Who, without much Entreaty, and noleſs merry in his Anſwer ; 
I, Sir, $0 to the Gallies for want of ten Guinies, I would give twenty 
with all my Heart, quo Doz Qaixote, to ſee thee well diſchargd. *Tis 
too late, Gaffer, quo the Slave, cis juſt like the Proverb, After Meat comes 
Mzſtard. - Had I had the twenty Guinies you offer me, when I was in Pri- 
ſon, to have greas'd the Keeper of Newgate's Fiſt, I might have been walk- 
ing now upon the Change as free as a Twrky-Merchant, and nee ha'.come 
to have been led along ina String like an ;#-Grey-hound. But Patience ; 
every thing has its Seaſon. . _ 

From him Doz 4 Spd curnd tothe Fourth, and put him the ſame Tn: 
terrogatory. But he was ſullen, and would give him no Anſwer ; ſothat 
the next behind him was. forcd to lend him. His Tongue. This vene- 
rable Monſieur Grey-beard, faid he, is condemn'd to the:Gallies for four 
Years, wth Yoke ſtood at Weſtminſter, Termple-bar, and Cheapſide, with 
a wooden Ruff about his Neck. He was the chief Ranger of Wherſton's-Park ; 
beſides that, he had a ſmack of Conjuring and Fortune-telling, which he 
abus'd tothe lofs of many a Maiden-head. For that I have nothing to ſay, 
quo Doz Quixote; but had he been only a private Conveyer of B:/ler-Douxs, 
he ought not to go to the Gallies, unleſs it were to be General of the Fleet.

'Tis very true, reply'd the Old Mani, and as to. my Charge of being a 
Witch or Sorcerer, I am as innocent. as the Child ;unborn; but as. for the 
Buſineſs of Pimping, 1 do not deny it ; but I never took. it to be a Crime, 
for my Intention was, that People ſhould enjoy each other's . Society, and 
live in Friendſhip one. with another. But my harmleſs Deſign has ſery'd 
me to no other Purpoſe,. then to ſend me to a Place from whence I ſhall

Sazcho not being able to 
withſtand an Argument ſo powerful, dry'd up his Tears, put a Stop to his 
Sighs and Sobbs, and return'd his Maſter a thouſand Thanks for ſo generous

And turning over the remainder of.the Leaves, he 
found ſeyeral other Letters and Verſes, wherein he could: meet with no- 
thing, .however,' but Accuſations, Complaints, Diſtruſts,, and. Jealoulies, 
Sorrow and Deſpair, Favours and Diſdain.; and thence he- concluded, That | 
the Man had been in love, and might be out of his Wits. And all che 
while he was poring in the Table-book, Sancho was romaging the Mail, 
andthe Seat of the Saddle ; which he did with that ExaQtnefs, that he leir 
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not a Seam untipp'd, nor a Lock of Wool which he did not " av to pieces

All that I know, reply'd the Goat-herd, is this ; -That about ſex Months 
ago, there was a young Gentleman, proper, handſom,: well clad, and 
mounted upon the Mule which you ſee there (only that it was then alive) 
with the ſame Cloak bag behind him, came one day to a Shepherd's Cor- 
tage, about three Leagues from this place, and .enquir'd which -was the 
moſt 'defart and unfrequented part of all this Mountain?

- ND now the Repegado within the ſpace of fourteen or fifteen days 
{ N - had purchaſed a very good. Bark, that would conveniently carr 
thirty Perſons.

To whom I anfiver'd, "That I was 
Arnaut Mamys Slave, as being a Perſon that I knew to be of -his familiar 
Acquaintance (for tho I had never conversd with the Book-ſeller that re- 
ſolyes Caſes of Conſcience, yet I made no ſcruple to tell a Lye 'to-a Moor ) 
therefore, I ſay, I told him I was Mamy's Slave; and that I'came to-'gather 
a Sallad : Wherein however there was ſumething of Truth ; for tho I only 
pretended an Errand for a Sallad, yerl was ſure I came for the beſt Flower 


in his Garden. Aﬀeer that, - he ask'd me, whether-I had offer d Ranſom, 


and how'much it was? And upon the ſame SubjeQ put me ſundry Queſtions, 
and I gave him ſundry Anſwers. But now to the Point— For as Agimorato 
was thus gratifying his Curiofity, Zyr4/4s, who faw me at firſt when [ en- 


terd the Garden, appear'd her ſelf to make it a complear Paradiſe. And as 


the Barbary Ladies never ſcruple to ſhew themſelves to the Chriſtian Slaves, - 
notwithſtanding my being there, ſhe came direQly to: her Father, who' as - 


ſoonas he ſpy'd her, calld her himſelf. *Slife — ſuch a Charming Beauty, 
and ſo much Wealth as glitterd upon the Ornaments of her Head, where 
ſhe had more Oriental Pearls to cover her Hair, then The had hairs to co- 
ver; the ſparkling Diamonds, and other Precious Stones about her Wriſts, 
and on the Buskins that ſhe wore upan her Feet, - brought my very Soul to 
ſtare our at the Caſements of my Eyes, and with Admiration to behold the 
dazling fight. . What a Devil, thought IT to my ſelf, ayles this Virgin , 
that has ſo much Beauty, and ſo much Wealth, to quit her Native Soyl, 
meerly, to run away with Heaven knows who, and a tatterd, ragged, ab- 
je&; miſerable Slave to boot?” And then was I ”'my Dumps again, as one 
that could'not imagine that ſuch a Morſel was ever deſignd for my Tooth. 
But then recolleQting with my ſelf, that the Celeſtial Bodies, who are 
themſelves ſubje& ro Excentric Motions, govern the Humours of Youth 
and Beauty ; and calling to mind,that once a Pris'ner in Laagate became the 
Maſter of his Miftreſs,and ſo robe Lord Mayor of London; I did not think it 
reaſonable to call Deftiny to give too ſtrict an Account” of her Attions, but 
rather reſolv'd' to lay my {elf at her feet, believing ſhe had ſome Chriſtmas 
Gambol to play, and then to fit and laugh at it when ſhe had done.

- Bar the Tarkyb Souldiers were a Maſterlels ſort 
of Beaſts, of whom the Moors ftood almoſt in as much awe, as the Chri- 
ſtian Slaves of theit Maſters.

Bout three Leagues from this Valley, in a ſmall Village but one of 
A the richeſt in all theſe parts, there liv'd a wealthy Farmer, well-be.

Now while we were thus kept at the Stave's:end in a Dilatory Suſpence, 
there came to the Village a certain young Swaſh-buckler, whoſe Name 


was Thomas of Waltham, the Son of a ravenous 'Pettifogger, that liv'd 
in

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in the ſame Hamlet. This Thomas of Waltham, at twelve Years of Age, 
ran away from his Father, and having rambld Flazders and the Low 
Countries, where he pretended to put his Cheats upon the Duke of Lyxe- 
bareh and the Prince of Orange, twelve years after that return'd home again 
in the Habit of a Souldier, but ſo bedizon'd with Glaſs-beads of a thouſand Co- 
lours,ſet in Branches of St. Martiz's Wier,that he made a moregliſtring ſhew 
i the Sun, then a Prince of Gy/zzey ; and theſe Beads he {o well knew how 
to chop and change, and put others 1n their places, that he ſeem'd to have 
a new Suite for every Day i the Month.

But his chief Excellency lay in his Poetry, for he 
had his Rhymes ready upon allj Occaſions, as if he had emulated 
the great Fame of Poet Nizny 3 and it a Wench did but fart in her 
ſleep, would ſcribble ye two or three Sheets upon the SubjeCt in a 
Quarter of an hour; ſo that he furniſhd the whole Village with waſt 
Paper for a long time. | 

Now this Thomas of Waltham, this Bugle-merchant, this Gy/z2a», this 
Braggadoſhio, this Huff-ſnuft, this Doggerel-Rhymer, did the more fair | 
then wiſe Leandra behold from a Window of her Father's Houſe, and was 
preſently ſmitten ; rhe Souldfer's inviſible Weapons immediately wounded 
her Heart ; his Pedlar*s Trinkets dazPd her Eyes ; ſhe was charm'd with 
his Rodomontado's, ſhe look'd upon him as a ſecond Sir Eg/amore, took 
every thing for Gold that gliſterd, and the Devil owing her a particular

Oo 2 entruſts 
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entruſts his beloved Darling with the Keys of his Treaſure) ta kes one of 
the Old Man's beſt Geldings, and away {ſhe troops as fine as Pins coulg 
make her, with ſhe hardly knew whom, ſhe ſcarcely knew whither. 

An Accident ſo unexpetted ſtrangely ſurpriz'd the whole Village, which 
was preſently all in an Uproar; the Father tore his Beard from his Chin,while 
poor Azſe/m and I, amaz'd, diſtracted, confounded, and overwhelm'd with 
Deſpair, were ready to hang our ſelves in our own Garters, tor Grief and 
Sorrow. Preſently Hye and Cry was ſent- airer the two Fugitives with 
all the ſpeed imaginable ; and the Officers, partly tor love of the Old Man, 
partly well paid before-hand, usd ſuch diligence, and made ſuch haſte, 
that inthree days they found Leandra ltript to her very Skin ( for Thewmas of

Arſe 7 the Peak, or ſome place or other where he had vaſt Preferments, 
and where ſhe ſhould be the Lord knows what. Þy which means abufin 
her eaſineſs and the Confidence {he had in him, he carry*d her the ſame 
Night to the Cave where they found her, and where the R1pgamnfin, af. 
ter he had ſtript her, left her to condole her Folly and Misfortune, with- 
out offering any other Violence to her Body. Which was a difficult thing 
to believe 3, Iuſtful,rough-hewn young G-/#-aas he was. But Leandra made 
ſo many Proteſtations of the Truth of her Paramorr's Continency, that 
her Father over-joy d he had her again Uunplunder'd of her moſt ineſtima- 
ble Jewel, forgave her all the reſt of his Loſſes. However, the ſame day 
ſhe appear'd, ſhe vani{h'd again, being privately convey'd away to a ſafer 
Lock and Key then his own, in a Nunnery diftant fome few miles of}, 
hoping that time would obliterate the Miſcarriage of her imprudent 
Heat.

And for my own part, that lovd her dearly, and perhaps 
may have a Kindneſs for her ſtill, Tam in ſuch a Quandary, that I know 
not whether I ſhall ever ſee the Female Sex more : Which has made me 
retire into this Valley, where I feed a:Herd of Beaſts, as wanton as Wo- 
men, but more eafie to be ral'd, How many Curſes have I beſtow'd up- 
on that Son of a Whore Gu/man? How many times have I blam'd the 
Careleſneſs of Leazaras Father, that had not a ſtrifter Watch over her? 
Nay, how many times have I beftow'd a kind MalediQtion upon Leandrs 
her ſelf, for her Folly and Indiſcretion ? But all fignifies not a Ruſh ; ſo that 
I know not whether I ſhould abide here any longer, were it not to be- 


 holdthe Folly of others. For you muſt know, theſe Mountains are full 


of Leanara's Inamorato's, as if Arcady were remov'*d hither ; at leaft, theſe 
deſert Hills are become the Habitations of ſuch a number of puling, whi- 


ning Lovers, as may juſtly give theſe Groves and Thickets the Title of 
| Fools 
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Fools Paradiſe. Here is nothing elſe to be heard but I eazdra's Name. One 
Shepherd calls her Fanſtatick and Light ; another, Eafie and Imprudent ; 
ſsme accuſe and juſtiftie her, all ina Breath ; ſome talk of her Beauty, o- 
thers bemoan her Abſence, others blame her for all the Misfortunes which 
they ſuffer ; almoſt all deſpiſe, and all adore her; ſome complain of her 
Cruelty that never ſaw her ! their lives ; and others are jealous of her, 
that never had any Occaſion ; for ſhe diſpos'd of her Body before any one 
could claim an Intereſt in her Heart. Here fits one upon the Clift of a 
Rock, with his Arms a-crofs, and his Hat over his Eyes, bewailing his 
Misfortunes ; there fits another by the fide of a purling Stream, invoking 
Heaven to witneſs he knows not what himſelf; there lies another leaning up- 
02 his Elbow at the foot of a ſhady Tree, breathing out loud Complaints to 
the ſilent Air, againſt a perſon that never did 'em any harm, God knows. 
The Trees, for ought I find, are the only Sufferers, as being daily wounded 
and gaſh'd to make way for Leazdra's Name. And: thus the Name of Le- 
1dra, that I dare ſay, never dreams of any of theſe her raving Admirers, 
bewitches and enchants 'em after the ſtrangeſt manner 1 the World, while 
they live continually 1n Hopes and Fears, yet know not what to hope, nor 
what to expe&. 

But among the whole Crowd of theſe Fopdoodles, there is none ſo 
frantick as my Rival 4»/cl-», who having the moſt jult Complaints of any 
but my ſelf, to make, and perhaps not without reaſon, does nothing all 
day long but bewail her Abſence, when he knows the way to her again; 
and if that be all he has to except againſt, I dare ſay, might be a wel- 
come Guelt to her Father, who would be glad to ſee his Daughter's Re- 
putation ſtitch'd up again upon any Conditions. For my part, I think I 
take a wiſer Courſe, for I ſpend my time in exclaiming againſt the Incon- 
{tancy of Women, the Falſhood of their Promiſes ; and in laughing at 
the Folly of their Aftions, their Scorn and Contempt of thoſe that truly 
love 'em, and their fantaſtick Choice of Fools and Knaves. And then 
come the Deſcants of the World, when ſhe's ſent home again to her Pa- 
rents, without a Rag to her Tail — She was told on't—- but ſhe would 
not be advisd by her Friends— She might have had an honeſt Gentle- 
man— but ſhe would needs have a Royſter —— and now {he may thank her 
unpity'd ſelf — And this, Gentlemen, was the meaning of thoſe words which 
I talk'd to my Goat, when I follow'd her to this place, for which I have 
but a very ſmall Reſpett, as being a Female, tho {he be one of the faireſt 
in my Herd, I know not whether my Story may have anſwer'd your 
ExpeCtation, however, if you pleaſe to go along with me to my Cottage 
hard by, I will endeavour to repair the Injury I ha* done ye, with a ſhorc 
Collation of Cheeſe, and Milk, and Fruits of the Seaſon, which perhaps 


may be more acceptable. | 
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Containing the quarrel between Don Quixote and the Goat-berd, and 
the rare Adventure of - the Penitents, which coſt him the Sweat of his 
Brows to accompliſh. 


Ml E Story pleas'd the whole Company, eſpecially the Prebend, who 

5 highly applauded the Goar- herd's Elocution; who was now no more 
in his Thoughts the Clown and Ruſtick which he took him to be, but a 
Perſon literate, and of excellent Senſe ; of whom the Cxrare had reaſon to 
ſay, That the defart Mountains were not always without Men of Wit, 
and ſuch as knew the World. Therefore they repaid him with all the Ci- 
vilities and kind Offers imaginable : but Doz Zixote, more liberal then 
any of the reſt, Truly, honeſt Friend, {aid he, were I in a Condition to 
undertake an Adventure , I would make it my bulineſs to ſerve ye, 
without delay. For I would go immediately and tear Leandra out of the 
Nunnery, where, without queſtion ſhe is detain'd againſt her Will ; and 
in deſpite of the Abbeſs, and all the Monks and Nuns under Heaven, 
would ſurrender her into your hands, to diſpoſe of at your own pleaſure ; 
obſerving however, the Laws of Chivalry-Errant, -which do nor permit 
the leaſt Injury to be done to Ladies. Bur I hope in God, the Malice of a 
villainous Inchanter wall not always be ſo powertul, but that another Ne- 
cromancer better affeted, will deliver me out of his Clutches,and then I will 
ſecure ye both my Favour and Aſſiſtance, according to the Laws of my Pro- 
fcſſion, which oblige me to the Relief of thoſe that are oppreſſed. 

The Goat-heard, who had as yet taken little notice of Dox Yuixote, hear- 
ing him utter ſuch Romantick Bombaſt , view'd him from head to foot, 
but finding neither his Habit, nor his Phyſiognomy correſpondent to his 
Offers, he turn'd to the Barber that fate next him, and whiſpering himin 
the Ear; Sir, ſaid he, who 1s this perſon that talks at this extravagant 
rate? I never ſaw ſuch a ſtrange Creature 1! my life. ?*Tis a ſign you live 
in a Foreſt, quo the Barber; who ſhould it be but the famous Doz Quixote 
de 1a Mancha, the Flail of Opprefſion, the Revenger of Injuries, the Pro- 
tector of Ladies, the Ribroafter of Giants, invincible in Battel? This, quo 
the Goat-heard, is juſt like what we read r your Books of Kxight- Errants, 
who were all ſuch a ſort of Deſperado's. But for my part, I am apt to thiok 
you are only merry with the Gentleman, as one that has empty Lodgings 
to let in his Coſtard. Ye damn infolent Son of thirty Tinkers, cry d Dor 
Q1ixote, *tis thou art the Skimmer-ſ{culld Raſcal—— I have a thouſand 
times more Brains then the carted Bawd thy Mother , and all thy Bitch- 
whelp'd Generation ; and fo ſaying, he took up a Six-penny Loaf that ſtood 
upon the Table, and flung it with ſich a malicious fury at the Goat- 
herds Head, that the hard Cruſt had: almoſt levell'd his Noſe with his 
Face, and looſen'd all his Fore teeth. The Goat-herd not underſtanding 
ſuch kind of Railery, and as haſty to return Civility for Civility, never 
minded Table cloth, nor ViQtuals, nor the Squeezing of Tarts as fiat as 
Pan-cakes, but flew upon Do#z Zzixote, and catching him by the Throat, 


. had throatVd him without mercy, had not Saxcho, taking him by the 


Shoulders, pulPd him backward, croſs the Collation, upon Diſhes, Pots, 


and Glaſſes, among the Relicks and Orts of the Prebend's good Chear. 
On 
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On the other ſide, Doz 2;xoze finding himſelf free,threw himſelf again upon 
the Goat-herd, who being thus unequally beſet, two for one, with his 
Face and Eyes all bruis'd, and Saxcho ftill laying on like a Loathbury Bra- 
zicr, felt about for one o' the Carving-knives to have tak'n a fatal Revenge, 
by tapping the Breaft and Guts of Knight and Squire both at once. 
But the Prebezd had warily caus'd thoſe unlawful Weapons to be remov*d 
out of the way; ſo that 'twas only a deſperate kind of Connter-ſcuffle, 
where neither Diſh nor Cup could ſtand fill, but the Salutations were 
ſo rude and unmannerly, that tho the Meat was well dreſt, the Gueſts 
were all raw, and the Blood ran about their Chaps, as if they had been 
Cannibals feeding one upon another.

play. The Prebend and the Cyrate were ready to burſt ; the Bailiffs hoop'd 
and hollowd, clapp'd their hands, and with Halloos, and to +4:1m2 Lzop, 


there Brindle, ſet *em on as they do Maſtifls r rhe Street. Only Saxcho 


was as mad as a March-Hare, to find himſelf held by one of the Prebend's 
Servants, to prevent his helping the Knight his Maſter. 

Now while this Bear-garden Sport made all the reſt of the Company 
merry, but the two Combatants, who lay battering one another with 
an unſpeakable Antipathy, what. animates to fight at other times, did 
here diſſolve the Fray. For by and by they heard the ſound of a Trumpet 
ſo ſad and doleful, that it enforc'd their Ears to a more then ordinary 
Attention. But it wrought upon none ſo much as it did upon Doz 
Quixote; who, tho he lay full fore againſt his 'Will under the Op- 
preſton of the Goat-herd's Body, more then moderately bruis'd and pound- 
ed, and unable to relieve himſelf, yet was his Spirit of Revenge at that 
time willing to ſubmit to that of his Curiofity. And therefore Brother 
Devil, quo he ; for other then a Devil thou canſt not be, that haſt both 
Valour and Strength to equal mine ; prethee let's make a Truce, and 
leave off this ſame Butcherly Boxing ; Iam quite weary of it—- beſides that, 
I am perſwaded the dolorons Sound of this ſame Trumpet calls me to 
the more noble Recreation of killing out-right.

the ſound came, and preſently ſpy'd deſcending down the ſide of a Hill 
ſeveral People clad in white, which others readily diſcern'd to be a Clu- 
ſter -of Penitents, but Dozx 2:ixote ſtrongly fancyd to be Devils in Maſ- 
querade. Now it ſeems there had no Rain fall n all that year, which made 
the Countrey People think it convenient to ijmplore the mercy of Heavin 
by a:devout Proceſſion to a Hermitage that lay at the foot of the Moun- 
rain, But Don Qzixote no ſooner beheld the ſtrange Habiliments of the 
Penitents, but he imagind it to be ſome deſperate Adventure which 
he was to undertake , as being the only Kyight-Errant in the Com- 
pany... And that which confirm'd him in this reverend piece of Do- 


tage, 'was an Image coverd with Mourning, carry'd by the Ponenner, 
whic 
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which he took to be ſome forlorn Princeſs, which thoſe Miſcreants, and 
diſloya! Knights lad raviſhd away by force, and were hurrying to ſome 
diſmal Caſtle of their own. Full of theſe Imaginations, he buckles on his 
Armour, ſhoulders his Buckler, and having mounted Roſinante with no 
leſs ſpeed; Now, Lords and Gentlemen, quo he, be patient a while, and 
you {hall ſee how vaſtly it concerns the whole World, that there ſhould 
be perſons like my ſelf, that make Profeſſion of Kyight-Errantry. Now 
I ſay, the Hour is come, that you, beholding my courageous ACtions in 
ſetting art liberty this captive Lady, ſhall acknowledge the high Honour 
that is due to the Lambaſters of the Wicked. And 1o ſaying, he clappd 
his Heels to Roſinante's Sides, as having loſt his Spurs, and putting on 
a good round Gallop { for in all this true Hiſtory you never read, that 
ever Roſinante trotted) rode direAly toward the Pernitents, who little 
dreamt of the Storm that was coming , while they were praying fer 
Rain. And all this, notwithſtanding the vigorous Endeavours of the 
Prebend and Curate to reſtrain him, and little regarding Saxcho's Excla. 
mations, who yauling inceſſantly after him, cry'd out, Where the Devil 
are ye poſting, Maſter Dy» Qnixote? Does Beelzebub himſelfpoſſeſs ye, thus 
to ſend yea tilting againſt rhe Catholick Faith? Don't ye ſce 'tis only a 
Proceſſion ? and that the Lady which they carry upon that -ſame Pedeſtal, 
is the.Image of the bleſſed Virgin —— Upon my life y* are diſtrated —- 
Maſter — Maſter — Hey— Maſter— Maſter come back 1 the Devil's Name, 
and don't ride headlong to Hell. But S2zcho worry'd his Lungs in vain; 
for his Maſter was ſo bent upon deiivering the Lady r the Mourning, 
that he would not ha? return'd back, no, not for the Pope himſelf, nor 
all the Perſwaſions of the who'e Council of Trex. 

Stopping Roſinante, therefore, within twenty Paces of the Proceſſion, 
with a hoarſe and furious Tone 3 Hold Rake-hells, cry*'d he, that under 
{ſacred Veſtments, diſguiſe the worſt of Miſcreants, attend and heark'n 
to my Words—— The firſt that ſtood ſtill, were thoſe that carry'd the 
Image ; at what time one of the four Prieſts that ſang the Letanzes, be- 
holding Dox Quixote's extravagant Garb, the — Ribs of Roſezante, 
and ſeveral other ridiculous Circumſtances, which he obſerv'd in the 
menacing Champion ; Friend, faid he, if you have any thing to fay to us, 
ſpeak it quickly ; for all this while theſe poor People are ſcourging their 
own Fleſh, and we have no leiſure to hear a long Diſcourſe. Why then, 
reply'd Doz 2uixote, in ſhort——— Pray releaſe that fair Lady, whoſe dil 
conſolate -Looks and Tears ſufficiently declare, that you have done her 
ſome ungracious Injury, and that you are hawling her away from her 
Parents and Kindred, againſt her Will. For my part, I came into the 
World to prevent ſuch Violences as theſe, and cannot therefore in Ho- 
nour conſent to let ye pals, till ye have reſtor'd her to her defir'd Li- 
berty. 

There needed no more to confirm thoſe People, that Doz Quixote was 
no wiſer then his Father had begot him; ſo that they could not forbear 
laughing in his Champion.like Face : and it is to be fear'd, that one was 
ſo bold as to bid him troop about his own Buſineſs, like a Fool as he 
was—— But this was to ſet a lighted Match to a Barrel of Gun-pow- 
der—-— For Don 2uaixote enrag'd to ſee himſelf derided, made direQtly, 
with his Sword drawn, toward the Image. At what time one of the 
perſons that carryd it, leaving his Employment to the reſt of his Com- 
panions, ran to meet the menacing Hero, with one of the _ ur 

uſtain 
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 ſuftain'd the Pageant when it reſted in any place : Which, tho the 
mighty Champion ſlit in two pieces with the firſt Blow of his Sword 
thar he ſtruck, yet with the other half that remain'd, the ſtout Opponent 
return'd the Knight ſuch a uſe of Admonition upon the right Shoulder, 
that His Buckler not being bound to take care of both ſides, the Violence 
of the Randan-Rub ferch'd him from his Steed ro the Ground, where he 
lay yerking with his Legs at firſt, like a Capon newly Neck-twiſted, and 
by and by became as motionleſs as the Image he ſcughtr to deliver. 

Sancho, who {till follow'd his Maſter, came in puffing and blowing juſt 
at the God-ſpeed of this unfortunate Miſchance ; and ſeeing the diſmounted 
Knight in that bad and diſaſtrous Condition, cry'd out to the Countrey- 
man to hold his hand, for that his Maſter was a poor filly inchanted Knight 
that never did any body harm in his life. However, twas not Saxcho's 
Interceſſion that ſtopp'd the Countryman's Fury, but his own Fears ; for 
he perceiving that Doz Quixote lay like a Dormoule in a Box of Corton, 
not ſo much as wagging Hand or Foot, verily believ'd he had murder'd 
him ; and therefore tucking up his long Gown about his Waſte, for Ex- 
pedition-fake, he fell a' running, as it che Conſtable and all his Watch had 
been at his ;Heels. 

By this time the Crate and the Preberd, with all the reft of Daz Ynix- 
ote's Company were come into the end of the Fray ; upon whoſe Ap- 
proach, the Proce//iozers beholding the Bailifts with their Swords and . Pi- 
ftols, and conceiting Revenge 1 their heated Countenances, cluſter'd to- 
gether about the Image, and lifting up their Veils, the Pex:tezts with 
their Sconrges, and the Prieſts with their Torches , refolv'd to abide the 
Aſſault, and defend themſelves and their Idol, as well as they could. Bur 
Fortune order'd the Buſineſs better then they could expect, to the Ad- 
vantage and Satisfaction of both Parties. For while Saxcho lay ſtretch'd 
out at his full lenghth over his Maſter's Body , moſt dolefully lamenting 
and bewailing him for dead , the Czrate happen'd to be known to 
the Curate of the Proceſſion, which preſently diſpers'd all Fears and TJea« 
loufies on both ſides; ſo that the Carate having given his Brother Parſon 
a ſhort Acconnt who Doz 2#ixote was, they went all together, Penitents 
and all, ro ſee if he were within the Cure of Sprace-bear and Iriſh-ſlate, 
or 60, | 
But when they came near the Thing that ſeem'd tolie for dead, like 
one of the Knights of Jeruſalem 1 the Temple-Rounds, there they found 
$axcho with the Tears trickling down his Cheeks as big as counterfeit 
Pearls, and making his Maſter's Funeral-oration in theſe Words : © Bright 


© Flower of Chivalry, quo he, by Ignominious Cudgel thus laid low, a 


* Sacrifice to a damn'd Sexton's Wrath ; farewel eternal Honour of thy Race, 
© not only Mazcha's Darling, but the whole World's Glory,now by thy death 
* become like a defenceleſs Orphay, expos'd to the Rage and Violence of 
* wicked men, that fearleſs now of thy chaſtizing Arm, will raviſh Vertue, 
*and ſet Juſtice naked with her Heels upward, Liberal above a thon- 
' ſand Alexanders, who for eight Months Service only,hadſt enrich'd me with 
cone of the beſt Iſlands ? the World ! O thou that wert humble to the 
(Proud, and lofty to the humble, that frightedft every one, of all afraid ; 
*daring in Danger, tame Sufferer of Afﬀronts ; a Lover of Shadows, the 
© Scourge of Oppreſſors, and Enemy of Penitents, as Oppreſſors of them- 
* ſelves! In a word, a Kizhr-Errant, and then what Tongue of Mor- 
*tals can ſay more ? But only farewel Maſter, farewel Iſlands, farewel all 


*the World. 
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Theſe loud Moans and Lamentations fetch'd Dox Quixote again to 
himſelf ; at what time, after a long and profound Sigh, ,v hich; was the 
firſt Sign he gave of Life; He that is abſent, quo hc, from Thee, moft 
peerleſs Dulcinea, can never be other then miſerable-—--. Help me, dear 
Saxcho, once more into the Iachinted Chariot, for I am not 11 a Condi- 
tion to beſtride unruly Roſinanre— Oh Sancho— Sancho, ! never was 
a Tavern-bisket crack'd into ſo many pieces, as my Shoulder-blade——. 
I have no more uſe of my right Arm, then a joynted Baby —— With 
all my heart, reply'd Sazcho , I am ftill ready to aſſiſt my dear Maſter-—. 
And ſo, Sir, let's e'en return home to our own Village, where we may 
at leiſure conlider of ſome other Adventure, more to our Honour and 
Profit. Thou fſay'ft well, anſwer'd Doz Q7zixote, 'tis Prudence to weary 
the malicious Influences of the Stars. Upon which words, the Prebezd, 
the Czrate, and the Barber fail'd not to ſtrike while the Iron was hot, and 
having foorh'd him up in his provident Care of himſ{clt, return'd him 
into his inchanted Cage, where they laid him forth upon a Truls of 
Hay, to the great griet of Rofezante, who at that time did not a little en. 
vy him his Cuſhion. 

Thns the Proceſſion went on in good order ; the Goat-herd-retir'd, 
after he had tak'n leave of the Company , and the Bailifts were paid 
and dilmiſsd by the, Caratc. The Prebend allo embrac'd the Curate , 
and after he' had obtaind his Promiſe to give him an Account 
of Doz Vuixate's Cure, purlu'd his Journey. And thus the Czrate, the 
Barber, Don Yuixote and Sancho, were left alone with Roſfinante, who a- 
mong ſo many Hurly-burlies had ſhewd no leſs Patience then his Maſter, 
So that now the almoſt-diſmember*d Knight being laid at his eaſe, as 
we ſaid before, upon his Bottle of Hay, diſcreetly ſtrew'd under his bruis'd 
Bones, the Waggoner drove on according to the Cxrate's Directions ; 
and at the end of fix days, according to the grave pace of rhoſe lazy 
Animals, happily arrivd at Doz Qn:ixore's Village ; into which they made 
their entry at high Noon, upon a Szz4ay, of all the Days 1 the Week. 
Preſently Men, Women, and Children came forth to ſee the Man Y the 
Cage; but when they knew their old Landlord and Acquaintance, Joy 
and Admiration put 'em into ſuch a fit of hooping and hollowing, 
enough to ha? wakd the ſeven Sleepers three years before their time. 
In the mean while, a little Boy ran to carry the News to Do» Quizxote's 
Neece and Goverzante, telling 'em, That their Uncle and Maſter was 
come home, laid upon a Bottle of Hay, but fo lean and disfigur'd , that 
he hardly knew him again. | 

'Twou'd ha” grievd your Heart to ha' heard the Lamentations of 
his Kinfwoman , and his old Maid , when they ſaw him—— Lotd ! 
Sir , cries one, What makes ye come home thus in a Cage ? And 
then ſhe thumpd her Breaſt, and waterd her Checks, like a Nurſe 
at a Funeral. Was there ne're a Stage-Coach , cries tother, to be 
got, but that you muſt be thus cag'd home, like a wild Swediſh Cat ? 
The Devil take all thoſe Diabolical Books of Kight- Errantry, cries the 
Neece-— Is this the fruit of Adventuring, cries the Maid ? The Lord 
bleſs me with that little Wit I have, and no more — And all 
this, and a great deal worfe they repeated, when they ſaw him creep 
in a-doors, like one that had ſhatterd his Bones from the top of a 
Pear-tree. Preſently comes Sancho Pancha's Wife ( for the News flew 
like a fir'd Rocket ) and meeting her Husband, Well, quo ſhe, and 


how does the Aſs? Better then his Maſter, quo Sxcho. The Lord be 
Praisd 
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praisd for that, I the, firſt place, quo his. Wife But prithee , 
Husband , tell me, quo jhe, What haſt got all this while by thy 
Squirinz ? Haſt brought me home e're a new Petticoat ? or any Shoos 
and Stockins for the Children? I ha? brought none of thoſe Trifles 
home, quo &axcho, but I ha* brought things of greater value. Now 
thou chear'ſt my Heart, quo his Wife, prithee lets ſee thoſe things of 
Value. I will ſhew thee at home, replyd Sazcho; in the mean time 
be ſatisfy d., good Wife; for if it be our good Fortune to take another 
frick, as I hope we ſhall, thou ſhalt ſee me in a ſhort time Gover- 
nour of an Iſland, I fay of an lIfland, and that one of the beſt Hands 
in the World ; none of your paltry Hlands of thirteen to the Dozen. 
Pray God thou be'ſt John, Husband, quo ſhe But what doſt 
mean by an I{land , Sazcho , for I don't underſtand your hard Words ? 
Why look ye, quo Saxcho, Tell a Mare a Tale, and ſhel let a Fart— 
'Tis not for Aſſes to lick Honey - Thou ſhalt underſtand what I 
mean time enough, when thou ſhalt wonder to hear thy ſelf calld 
nothing but Lady and Madam, and fee all thy Slaves and Vaſlals bow- 
ing and cringing about thee, with their Hats off — Whar doſt 
think on't ? . wont theſe be brave mem- Petticoat-days ? —— P 
the mean time, good dear Joaz Parſa, not a word o' the Pudding —— 
ſtay till the time comes, and make no Brags 'Tis enough , that 
what I tell thee's true And therefore believe thy nown &:x- 
ch1———- Only by the way let me tell thee , There's no ſuch Pleaſure 
i'the World, as to be a Squire to a' Kzht-Errant that goes a Nutting 
after Adventures — Tis true indeed , that all we meet with, do 
not always ſucceed Of a hundred, not fourſcore and nineteen hit 
right— -— I know it by Experience, Wiſe——— thanks be to God, 
I ha” tryd it — [1 ha' been toſsd in a Blanket I ha? been 
thraſhd till my Bones ha' rattPd i! my Skin, like a Bag of Cheſs- 
men Nevertheleſs, *tis a moſt pleaſant life to .ride a hunting, as 
we do, in chaſe of that Whore Fortune — over Rocks, over Moun- 
tains, through Deſarts and Foreſts, to viſit Caſtles, and lodge at Inns, 
without paying the Devil a Croſs to the Sort of an Inn-keeper, that gives 
as the beſt Dyet and Lodging he has. 

Thus Sancho mus'd his Wife, while Doz Qaixote's Niece, and his 
Maid undreſsd him, and put him in his-old Bed, where he lay caſt- 
ing a melancholy Look, fometimes upon the one , ſometimes the 0- 
ther ; yet not knowing either them or himſelf. At the ſame time 
the Crrate laid a ſtrict Charge upon the Niece to take care of her 
Uncle, but above all things, narrowly to watch him , to prevent his 
making a third Eſcape; telling her withal, what a deal of Pains and 
Trouble it had coſt him to get him home again. With that the 
Niece and the Maid began again to lift up their Voices; they thun- 
dred out a thouſand MalediCtions againſt Books of Kight-Errantry ; 
and beſought of Heaven to confound, and ſend to the very Center of 
the Abyſs the Authors of ſo many Lyes and Impoſtures. In ſhort , 
they made it their buſineſs diligently to watch the good Gentleman , 
continually alarm'd with Fears and Jealoufies, left they ſhould loſe 
him again, as ſoon as recoverd ; which unhappily not long after fell 
out accordingly, notwithſtanding all their Induſtry and Diligence. 


The End of the Firſt Part. 
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Containing the manner of Don Quixote's third Eſcape. - is 


ID Hamet Benenzeli recounts in the fecond Part of this Hi- 
ſtory, and the third Eſcape of Doz Quixote, that the Curate and 
the Barber were above a Month before they would Adventure 
to give him a Viſit, for fear of recalling to his Memory what 
in time they were in hopes he might have clean forgot. Ne- 
vertheleſs, they fail'd not every day to ſee his Neece, and his old Maid, 

to whom they gave a ſpecial Charge every time they came, to be care- 

ful of their Nurſery, and as well to divertiſe him with their Company, 
as ro recruit his Body with wholeſome Diet, proper to comfort the Heart 
and Brain, where lay his chieteft Diftemper. To which they anfwerd, 

That all the Mad-houſes about Lodo could not be more tender of him, 

then they both were, and wou'd be ; ſo much the rather, becauſe they ob- 

ſerv'd a ſtrange Amendment in him, and that he would many times talk 
| as rationally and' diſcreetly, as the Preſident of a Synod. This was joyful 
| News,to the Carte and Barber, who look'd upon it as a good Effect of the 


Inchantment they had themſelyes- divisd. Thereupon they determin'd to 
| give 
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give him a viſit, and make tryal themſelves of the Progreſs of his Cure, 
which, however, they thought impoſſible. And becauſe they would not 
wake a ſleepy Lion, they agreed not to ſpeak a word of Kzight-Errantry. 
With theſe Reſolutions they enter'd his Chamber, where they found him 
fitting up in his Bed, in a Waſtcoat of green Bays, with a Turban-faſhion'd 
Cap upon his Head, but with his Skin ſo wither'd and fallow, and f6 
Dog-lean, that he look'd like the PiQure of Death it felfh. Nevertheleſs, 
he was very glad to ſee his Friends, thank'd *em very civily for their 
kind Viſit, and like a man in his perfe&t Senſes, gave *'em an. Account of 
his Condition as rationally as a Colledge-DoCtor, and made *em an An- 
ſwer to all their Queſtions pertinently and diſcreetly , beyond their Ima- 
gination. After they had thus pratt1d, for ſome time, of ordinary Mart- 
ters, they fell at length upon State-affairs, and began to diſcourſe of Go- 
vernment, reforming ſometimes this bad Cuſtome, ſometimes another 
Grievance, and eſtabliſhing new Laws, as if they had been the Solas 
of the Age. Upon all which Subjetts Do» 2ixote reaſon'd with that 
Gravity, that Diſcretion, that Knowledge, as if he had been Privy-Coun- 
ſellor to Charles the Great, and ſo to all his Succeſſors ; infomuch that 
the Curate began to think him once more a rational Creature. Nay more, 
his Neece and old Maid, who were preſent at all theſe Diſcourſes, wept 
for Joy, and could not forbear to give thanks to Heaven, the one to ſce 
her Uncle, the other to find her dear Maſter had ſo cleverly recover'd his 
Underſtanding. For between the Curate, the Barber, and Doz Quixote , 
they had ſo new minted the Government, as if they had made a Stamp a* 
purpoſe for it, and had refind the Common-wealth into another U- 
topia. 

But the Cyrate, aſtoniſh'd at this ſudden Change, was reſoly*d to ſee 
whether Doz 2zixote's Senſes were Muſquet-proof againſt the moſt dan- 
gerous Tryal of all; and therefore, notwithſtanding his firſt Reſolutions, 
not to open his Lips about Kight-Errantry, he told him there was great 
News at Court, how that the Grand Signior had. rais'd a vaſt Army, and 
no body knew where the Tempeſt would fall. However , all Chriſten- 
dom was alarm'd, and that the King was providing to ſecure Malra, and 
the Coaſts of Naples and Sicily. The King, reply'd Don 2ixote, does like 
a prudent Warriour ; for by that Precaution he prevents the Surprizes of 
his Enemy. But if he would take my Counſel, he ſhould take another 
Courſe,which Iam apt to believe he lictle thinks of at this preſent ; which, 
nevertheleſs, would be much the ſafer way. Scarcely had the Carate 
heard Doz Quixote ſpeak, but he ſhrugg'd up his Shoulders, and ſhaking 
his Head ; Alas, poor Gentleman! quo he, I find thee out already ; and 
I am much deceiv?'d, if thou art not now more Fool then ever. There- 
upon the Barber, who was clearly of the Cyrate's Opinion, deſir'd Do 
Luixote to let 'em underſtand what fort of important Counſel his might 
be. Certainly, {aid he, the King has ſo well confider'd, that yours can 
deſerve no better then to be rank*'d among thoſe impertinent Admoni- 
tions that are uſually given to Princes, much like the Frenzies of that 
great Stateſwoman, Hannah Traprel. Mr. Soapſuds, quo Don 2nixote, tis 
neither Frenzie , nor Impertinency, but Ponderoſity it ſelf. May it pleaſe 
ye, Sir, I thought no harm in what I faid, quo the Barber, only we find 
by Experience, that moſt of theſe kind of ProjeQs that are offer'd to his 
Majeſty, are either impoſſible, or ridiculous, or to the Detriment of the 
King and Kingdom. But mine, replyd Don 2#ixote, is neither ridiculous, 
nor impoſſible ; but politickly invented, thoroughly weigh'd , and = 
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caſieſt thing 1 the World to be put in Execution. However, quo the Cz- 
rate, methinks your Worſhip is too chary of it. Frankly then I muſt tell 
ye, reply'd Doz Quixote, Ifhould be very loath to tell it you to day, for 
the Lords of the Council to be inform'd of it to morrow, and ſo another 
ſhall go and reap the Fruits of my Invention. For my part, quo the Bar- 
ber, I ſwear by my Mother's Chaſtity, to tel] neither Kzzg, Queer, Rook, 
Pawn, nor Kpight, or any Man or Woman that lives npon the Earth, of 
it, An Oath, Sir, that I learnt out of the Vicar's Tale; in the Pre- 
face to which, he tells the King who it was that robbd him of his hun- 
dred Pieces, and his ambling Mule. I know nothing o? the Story, reply'd 
Don 2rixote, but I rely upon the Oath, becauſe I believe Mr. Barber to 
be a Man of Honour, Let him be what he will, quo the Crrae, in this 
Caſe Vle be his Surety, that he {hall be as ſilent as a red Herring. And 


who ſhall be Bailſman for you, Mr. Cyrare, reply'd Doz Quixote? Super | 


verbum Sacerdotis, quo the Carate, which obliges me to all the Secrecy i” 
the World. I the Name of Berhlem Gabor, then, quo Doz Quixote, what 
has the King to do more, then to make publick Proclamation only for all 
the Kynight-Errants of his Kingdom, to appear upon” a pretix'd day, at 
Court ? For tho there ſhould meet but half a dozen, there may be one 
among 'em, ſingly of himſelf ſufficient to deſtroy the whole Power of 
Turky. For mark what I ſay, Gentlemen, and take me along with ye— 
Perhaps you may think it a miraculous thing for one Kaight alone to de- 
feat an Army of two hundred thSuſand men, as eaſily as if they had all, being 
joynd together, but one Head ; and yet you fee Hiſtories are full of theſe 
Prodigies. Cud's life ! tis a thouſand Pities, that the famous Doz Belzanz, 
with a Pox to me, for Tle curſe no body elfe, is not alive i” this Age; or any 
one of that innumerable Throng of the Race of 41zadis de Ganl; for were 
but one of them now living to meet theſe Mahomerans, y* faith I wou'd 
not be 1 their Coats-— He would fo handle *em without Mittens, that 
not a Sutler ſhould return to Conſtantinople. However, patience awhile, 
God will provide for his People, and raiſe np one, it may be, who, tho 
he have not the Reputation of the X7i2ht- Errants of former Ages, yet may 
be no way their Inferiour in Courage God knows my heart, 1 ſay 
no more. Let me die, quo the Neece, if my Uncle ha' not ſtill a hankring 
after Kight-Errantry. 'Tis very true, reply*d Doz Zuixote, a Kpnight-Errant 
Iam, and a Kyi-ht-Frrant I will die; and let the Turk land where he 
pleaſe; , when he pleaſes, and with all the Power he can make, once 
more I ſay, God knows my heart. I beſeech ye, Sir, quo the Barber, gi 
me leave to tell your Worſhip a Story of an Accident that happen'd nor 
long ago, not far off, very pertinent to our Diſcourſe at chis time. Good 
leave have ye, quo Doz Qs:ixote, go on'a' God's Name ; for Pm a great 
Lover of Stories tc the purpoſe. With that, the Barber thus began : 
There was in the Hoſpital of Bed/amz a certain Perſon, whoſe Relations 
had pur him in for'no other Reaſon, but becauſe he was mad. He was 
only a Batchelor of Art, tho had he been a DoRor, many are of. opinion, 
he might ha' been mad enough for all that. This Batchelor in ſome few 
years, weary of his Confinement , believing himſelf ſo well recover'd, 
that he might well deſerve his Liberty, wrote to ſome Noble-man in great 
Aurhority, beſeeching him for the Love of God, to releaſe him out of his 
Miſery, ſince he was ſo well come to himſelf; only his Relations kept him 
in ſtill, to enjoy his Eftate, which they had got into their Poſſeſſion. The 
Noble-man, perſwaded by his Letters , ſober and well penn'd, that what 
he alledg'd was true, gave order to his Secretary to inform himſelf of-che 
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Governours, whether what the Batchelor wrote, were real or no: More- 
over, that he ſhould himſelf diſcourſe him, with an abſolute Deſign, if 
he were fully recover'd, to' order his Liberty. Thereupon the Secretary 
went to the Keeper of Bedlam, and askd him in what Condition the 
Batchelor was? Who made Anſwer, That he was as mad as ever; That 
true it was, he would ſometimes talk like a Man of Reaſon and Senſe, bur 
ſill at the end of the Story he would relapſe into his ſormer Extravagan. 
cies, as he might try himſelf, if he pleas'd to take the Pains. Thereupon 
the Secretary requeſting the Favour, he was carry'd to the Mad man; 
Chamber, where he diſcoursd the Lunatick a full hour together, without 
perceiving the leaſt Diſturbance in his Brains 1maginable.

The Mad-man now ftript of his Bed/am-Weeds, and finding himſelf re- 
ſtord to the number of Rational Men, begg'd the Secretary's Permiſſion, 
that he might only take leave of his late Companions in AfiQtion. To 
which the Secretary readily conſented, deſirous as well to ſee the reſt of 
the mad Folks, as to obſerve a little more narrowly the Humour of liis re. 
leas d Captive. In his Rounds, the Batchelor by and by came to a Chamber 
that was faſt lock'd, and where lay a man that was as mad as mad con{d be, 
only he had his /ucida Tntervalla now and then ; to whom, Adieu, Brother, 
quo the Batchelor, Iam juſt going home, thanks be to God, that has re- 
ſtor'd me to my Senſes ; only I call to know what Service I can do thee a- 
broad. I hope God will be as merciful to thee, as he has been to my ſelf, 
In the mean time uſe the means, pray to him, and truſt in him. For my 
part, Iſball not fail to ſend rhee many a hot Bit: For *tis my Opinion, that 
all our Madneſs proceeds from Stomachs tmpty of Victuals, and Brains full 
of Air. Eat, therefore, drink, and be merry; for this deſpondings in Mil: 
fortune, is but a lingring way of dying. 

Juſt over againſt this Aparmtent lay another three ſizes madder then he, 
who liſtning with an envious Attention to the Batchelor's Diſcourſe, ſtarts 
up ina great Fury out of his Straw, where he lay as naked as a Virgin that 
has put off one Smock to put on another, and all enrapg'd ; Who's thar, 
quo he, that's going away lo well recover'd, and fo wile ? *T'is I, Brother, 
reply'd the Batchelor, *tis I, Brother, that have no looger need of Whey 


and 
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and Butter-milk, thanks be to God. Parſon, quo the Mad man, take heed 
what thou ſay*ſt, and Jet not the Devil deceive thee ; return to thy Cham- 
ber, and ſtay there, for fear thy Friends be troubl'd to bring thee back. 
Ile warrant thee, Brother, for coming here any more more, quo the Batche- 
lor. I know my ſelf as ſound my lntelleQs as a Biſhop, and therefore 'tis 
time for me to leave my place free for ſome new Col/eo:zate. You are ſound 
you ſay—— farewel, quo the Mad man; but by the eternal Jupiter, whoſe 
Majeſty I repreſent on Earth, for this very ſame Crime alone, and no other, 
in ſuffering thee to be releas'd out of this Colledge, I intend to take ſuch a 
ſevere Revenge upon this City, that they ſhall have cauſe to remember it 
in ſecula ſeculorums. Thou thinkſt, poor brainleſs Parſon, 'tis not in my 
power ; but thou ſhalt find that I am the mighty Jupiter, that graſp the 
Thunder-bolrs of Heaven in my Hands, and in the twinkling of an 
Eye, can reduce the whole World into Aſhes. Bur I will not puniſh the 
ignorant, filly People ſo ſeverely ; | will be more merciful, I will only ſhut 
up the Flood-gates of the Skie, ſo that there ſhall not fall a drop of Rain 
upon the City, nor the Suburbs, nor the Countrey twenty Miles round, for 
three years together, counting from this very Day and Moment that I 
make this ſolema Proteltation, till the particular Expiration of every day 
incluſively. Thou free, thou ſound, and in thy Senſes, and I here mad, 
diſtemperd, and chaind to my Straw ! By my Thunder, let me be hang'd 
and damn'd, if it rain a Spoon full in all that trme. -The Batchelor having 
heard the Mad-man rave at this rate, turns to the Secretary, and taking 
him by the Hand.; Sir, faid he, never let the Menaces of this Mad-man 
trouble ye; for—— if he be Jupzrer, and will not let it rain, I am the Sun 
that draws up the Clouds into the Skie, and it ſhall rain when I pleaſe, 
and where I pleaſe in ſpite of his Teeth. Oh —- Mr. Phzbws ! cryd the 
Secretary, you ſpeak very well ; however, i the mean time *rwill not be 
ſafe ro provoke my lord Jupiter, ſtay 1 your Chamber to day, and well 
come to morrow, or next day to fetch ye away, when Monſieur Jupiter is 
in a better Humour. The Keeper, and the People that were with him, 
could not forbear laughing ; only the Secretary was not a little troubl'd to 
find himſelf ſo cheated by a Mad-man. In ſhort, the Batchelor being dil- 
robd again, was ſent to his Chamber ; and ſo my Tale ends. 

Well! Monſieur Barber, quo Doz Quixote, and this at length is your 
Tale, which you ſay was ſo pat to the buſineſs, and which you could 
not forbear telling for the Heart, Blood, and Guts of ye !

a City-Company into the Ariiller7-ground, with their Halt-pike carry'd af- 
ter em by a Foot-boy, then coap an Adverſary in the Field, Wheic are 
any now adays, that will leave their Feather-beds to take a Nap i” the 
open Air, armd from head to foot, and expos'd to all the Inconvenien- 
ces of Heat and Cold ? Where are any now, that without ſtirring trem 
their Stirrups, only leaning their Heads againſt the uneafie Pillow ot their 
Lances, ſtrive, as it were, to out-brave Sleep, Drouth and Hunger , and 
a thouſand other .Diſcomforts of Life ? I ſay again, where is that Knight 
at this time of the day, who, after he has clamber'd Mountains, and ta- 
vers*d Forreſts and Deſarts, finding himſelf upon the brink of the Sea, 
where there is no other Veſſel ro be had, but only a ſmall Wherry thar 
has neither Sails, Maſts, Oars, or Sea-men , without any Shilly-Shallys 
throws himſelf hand over head into the Boat, conſulting nothing bur his 
Courage, tho he ſees the Sea all in an Uproar, one Wave mounting him 
to the Skie, and another tumbling him down to the bottom of the deep; 
yet all this while th? undaunted Knight fits his Boat as firmly as his Saddle, 
as if he knew not what Danger was; and by and by, when he leaſt «x- 
peQs it, finds himſelf three thouſand Leagues trom the place where he 
firſt embark'd ; and skipping aſhore, like a Taylor from his Shop-board, in 
a ſtrange Countrey, performs thoſe extraordinary Atchievements, that 
deſerve to be engraven ' Braſs, as an Eternal Monument of his Renown, 


Put now Efteminacy, and paltry Lazineſs, and the Theory of Cuſtard-Eg- 


counters are the Vertues A4-/a- mode, that triumph, unpuni{h*d, over Labour, 
Vigilancy, and the true practice of Arms, that only flouriſh'd in the Age 
of Gold, and among Kzieht-Errauts. But give me leave to ask ye, Where 
d' ye find more Honour, or more Courage, then in Amadis de Gaul? Who 
more prudent, then: Palmeriz of England ? Who more affable then the 
White Tyrant ? Who more a Courtier then Liſnart of Greece ? Who more 
hack'd and hewn, ora greater Hewer and Hackſter, then Beliazis ? Who 
more undaunted, then Perio of Gau!? Who more daring, then Felixmart 
of Hyrcania? Who more prudent, then King Sri» ? Who more invinci- 
ble, then Or/azdo? Who cancompare, for Valour and Courtefie, with Ro- 
ger, from whom the Dukes of Ferrara are deſcended, according to Turpin 
in his Coſmography ? All theſe Knights, and a great many more that I have 
r the Budget of my Memory, were Kz:izhts Errant, the Glory and Orna- 
ment of Chivalry ; and ſuch as theſe are they, whom I would adviſe the 
King to make ule of, if he aim at his own good, and to fave Charges; 
and then let the Turk kiſs where he ſate a' Saturday. However it be, 1 
am reſolv'd not to keep Houſe, whether the Secretary come to fetch me 
out, or no; and whether Jupiter will ſend Rainor not, *tis not a Fart mat- 
ter tome. And now, Mr. Tofor of Epſom, you find that I underſtand your 
worſhipful Tale. 

Truly, Sir Doz %#ixote, quo the Barber, I had no deſign to diſpleaſe 
your Worſhip, God is. my Witneſs, and therefore I hope you will take no- 
thing amiſs that I ha'ſaid. . Whether I take it amiſs or no, reply'd Dor 
Luixote, you are not. to be ſo. Taucy as to examine me. Let that paſs, 
quo the Crate, and as I have hitherto been a Hearer only, without inter- 
rupting your Diſcourſe, pray give me leave ! my turn; to. be fatisfy'd in 
ane Scruple, which Do Zxxote'swords have skewer'd into my Conſcience. 
Speak on, Mr. Crate, quo Don Quixote. Why then, Sir, reply*d th& 
Curare, I cannot, for the Soul of me, be perſwaded, that any of this whiþle 
Troop of Kzight-Errants which your Worſhip has muſterd together, were 
ever 1 the number of Men that were born of a Woman without ſhe is, 
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as they ſay, into this World, or chriften'd without the Conſent of the 
Pariſh ; but 'to deal ingeniouſly with ye, that they were only Tales made 
at random, and invented by a ſort of idle Fellows, that knew not how 
better to employ themſelves, if they were not half afleep when they 
wrote em. See now the common Error, reply'd Dox 2«ixote, that mitl- 
guides the chiefeſt part of Mankind, and makes 'em ſuch ſtupid Infidels to 
queſtion the Being of thoſe renowned Champions. Neither is it the firft 
time that I have had ſeveral Diſputes and Quarrels in defending this ma- 
nifeft Truth, wherein ſometimes I ha? gor the better, ſometimes not. And 
yet the Truth is ſo apparent, that I dare be confident I ha' ſeen Amadis de 
Gaul with my own Eyes. He was a tall man, with a ſanguine lively Com- 
plexion, a well ſhap'd black Beard, and a ſowr, affable AſpeQ : He was 
no great Talker, ſeldom angry, and never long in a Paſſion. And I could 
as eaſily give you a Deſcription of all the Kz7ght- Errants i the World, as [ 
ha'done this of Amadis ; for that after you have well ſtudy'd in Hiſtory their 
famous Exploits, and various Humonrs, ordinary Philoſophy will teach 
ye to delineate their Features, their Complexion, their Stature, nay, the 
very Air of their Faces, and whatever elſe you defire to know. 

Pray, Signior Doz Quixote, how tall was the Giant Morgante ? Whe- 
ther there were Giants or not, reply'd Do Qurxote, 1s a great Diſpute a- 
mong the learned. However, holy Scripture that cannot err an Atom 
from the Truth, informs us there were Giants, as we find by the Story of 
Golzah,who was ſeven Cubits and a half high. In Sc//y alſo have been found 
the Bones of Men's Shoulders and Thighs ſo big, that from thence we 
muſt of neceſfity conclude by the certain Rules of Geometry, the men, to 
whom they belong'd to, have been as big, and as high as St. Pulcher's 
Steeple. Nevertheleſs, Ido not affirm for Truth, that Morgante was ſuch 
a hideous May-pole, rather I am apt to believe he was not altogether ſo 
tall. And that which moves me to think fo, is this ; That the Story faies, 
he ſometimes ſlept within doors. Now if there were any Houle that 
could contain him, he could never be ſach an unreaſonable Moniter. That's 
very true, reply*d the Crate, who being highly pleasd with theſe extra- 
vagant Fancies of Dox Quixote, ask'd him at the ſame time, what he 
thought of Ri/zaldo, and Orlando, and the reſt of the Twelve Peers, who 
all had been Kigbt-Errants? As for Rinaldo, reply'd Don Naixote, I dare 
be bold to fay, That he was a Man broad-facd, of a lively ruddy Com- 
plexion, ſparkling Goggle-eyes, damnable captious, extreamly cholerick, 
a ProteCtor of. Thieves and High-way-men, and a great keeper of lewd 
and debauch'd Company. As for Rowland, Rotoland, or Orland, for all 
theſe Names he went by ; without doubt he was a ſhort , fquat Man, 
broad: ſhoulder'd, ſomewhat bow-leg'd, and hunch-back'd, brown-viſag'd, 
red-bearded, and very hairy in his Body ; a menacing, furly Aſpect, and 
a great Talker, but withal, very civil and gentile. If Or/ando, quo the C- 
rate, were ſach a ſort of a rough-hewn, il|-ſhap'd Blade, as you deſcribe 
him; no wonder that Madam Angelica preferr'd the downy-bearded Meaor 
before him, who was young, handſome,and courtly. As for Madam Angelica, 
Mr. Curate, gi me leave to tell ye, quo Do» 2uixote, ſhe was as righras my 
Leg, as they ſay, a meer fickle Gil-flurt, a giddy-brain'd Slut, a confound- 
ed Strumpet, more famous' in Hiſtory for her drinking Healths, and ſtrain- 
ing the Wine through her Smock, then for her Beauty or Vertue. She ſet 
at' nought Kings and Princes, and Jiſdaining the moſt prudentand valiant 
Warriours and Knights that ever were i'the World, pick'd up abeardleſs 


Page to cool her wanton' Heat , that had- neither Honour, nor _— 
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but only the Reputation of being one that pleasd his Miſtreſſes. Ang 
therefore the celebrated 4rio/to, that had a great Kindneſs for her, extoll'd 
her Beauty, and flatterd her more then ever Lady was flatterd in a D:;. 
cation to a Play, when he found what a Choice ſhe had made for her ſelf 
ſeems to ha? been aſhamd of her, and concludes her Story with theſe two 


Verſes : 


But how ſhe came to be a Prince's Miſs, 
I' the next Age youll know, but zot in this. 


Whether this were ſpoken by way of Propheſie, I cannot tell ( for Poets 
formerly, as ſtill they pretend, were taken to be a fort of Sooth-ſayers) 
but this 1s certain, that in proceſs of time there was a Poet or Poetaſter 
that wrote a Poem, and call'd it Azgelica's Tears, perhaps for the rarity 
of the Subje&; for it may ſo happen, that a Whore may live to repent; 
and anorher wrote a Panegyrick in Praiſe of her Beauty and Modeſty , 
peradventure well hir'd by ſome of her natural Iſſue, who were unwiiling 
their great Grandmother ſhould lie under fo foul a Scandal. I wonder, ant 
like your Worſhip, quo the Barber, that no body ever writ a Satyr againſt 
her, fince ſhe was ſo bad as you ſay ſhe was. I make noqueſtion, reply'd 
Don Quixote, but Sacripant or Orlando had done it, had they been Poets. 
For it is the faſhion among deſpis'd Lovers to rail upon their Miſtreſſes, 
tho to tell ye true, *tis an unhandſom piece of Revenge , and benearh a 
generous Spirit. However, I never heard of any Libel that ever came 
forth to Arzelica's Diſadvantage, tho ſhe were one that always made Mif- 
chief where e're ſhe came. That was a wonder indeed, quo the Curate— 
But here they were interrupted by a Noiſe below 1! the Conrt, where the 
Niece and the old Maid were ringing a Bl/iz25-gate Peal, as loud as two 
Saints Bells—— which made *em liſten to hear what was the matter.

Payndreſs to Satan, quo 
Sancho, thou art- deceivd above half in half; for if any body be 
debauchd, 'ris I am the Perſon ; 'tis I that ha? been lead,the Devil's Dance 
from Poſt to Pillar, upon Promiſes of more Butter then Bread, and. not 
your Maſter ; *twas he that inveag'd me from my Wife and Children with 
his colloguipg, and diſſembling,and fair Promiſes of an Iſland he would give 
me— and 1 think a blind Man wou'd be glad to ſee't. Hell conſume thee, 
and all thy Iſlands together, reply*'d the Governeſs— what TR. 
greedy 
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greedy Gut-cur do with Ilands, unleſs they were made of Bag-pudding, 
ro eat *em— Begone, ye hungry, beggarly Rakeſhame,' be: gone, ye Gor- 
bellyd Cur— 1 don't mean-1{lands to- eat, :but to govern, quo'Sacho; and 
that far better then any four of the King's beſt Mayors ot his Corpora- 
tions. Govern where thou wilt, quo the Maid, thou come*ft not;within 
theſe Doors, thou Bundle of- Iniquity, and Sack-+full of Miſchief——< work 
ye lazy Rogue, work, and ne're trouble your head about. Iflands; The 
Crrate and the Barber were ready to kill themſelves with laughing at- this 
pleaſant Dialogue. But Do#z Zu7ixote fearing left Sazcho ſhould grow mu: 
tinous, and blunder out in his Paſſion ſome Diſcoveries prejudicial to'his 
Reputation,  order'd the cholerick Governeſs to govern her Tongue, and 
let him in. Thereupon S2zcho enter'd viftoriouſly, and- the Curare and the 
Barber took their leaves of Doz Zzxote, deſpairing of his Cure, finding 


him ftill fo bewitch'd to his Dreams and' Deliriums .of Knight-Errantry. * 


When they were out a doors, Well, Neighbour, :quo the Craze to the 
Barber, now {hall we ſee that this Knight of ours, when we leaſt think of 
it, will leave us i'the Jurch for another Fegary. I expect no leſs,quothe 
Barber ; 1 the mean time, however, I would give a couple a Teſters to hear 
the wiſe Diſcourſe at this junCture between the Cuccow- brains of a Knight, 
and the Jobber-nole of a Squire; for indeed the Maſters Madnefs without 
the Servant's Impertinency, were not worth a Straw. Patience, quo the 
Curate, Ple warrant ye an exatt Account from the Niece and the Maid, 
for their itching Ears Pm ſure will be liſfPning. In the mean time Doz 
1ix9te and Sancho having lock'd the Chamber door, thus interparly'd. 
Thou dolt very ill, Sazcho, quo Dox Quixote, to report, as thou doſt, that 
Tenticd thee from thy Dog-hole of a Cottage, knowing that I left my 
own Houſe at the ſame time, a Palace, in compariſon of thine. VVe went 
out both together, we travelPd both together, and we run the fame For- 
tune, and the ſame Hazzards both together ; now if thou haſt been toſs'd 
in a Blanket once, I ha' been thwack'd and pounded a hundred times, and 
that's all the Advantage I have had above thee. *Twas but Juſtice, re- 
ply'd Sazcho, ſeeing that by your own Confeſſion, Rubbs and Misfortunes, 
Slaſhes and dry Baſting belongs properly to the Kizht-Errants, and not 
to their Squires. Thou deceivſt thy ſelf, Saxcho, reply'd Don Quixote, ac- 
cording to the old Verſe, Quando caput dolet, &c. I underſtand no Language 
but my own, Str, quo Szzcho.

Oh, 
Sancho ! reply d Don Quixote, thou art greatly miſtaken ; for at that very 
time I was more troubl'd in Mind, then thou wert tormented in Body, But 
leaving this Diſcourſe till another time, and more leafure to reifie what 
has been done amiſs, prithee tell me, Sancho, what do the Neizhbours 
talk of me ? What do they ſay of me i the Village? What Opinion has 
the Nobility of me ? How do the Knights diſcourſe of my Valour, my Ex- 
ploits, and my Afﬀability ? What do they think of my Deſign to reſtore 
to its ancient Luſter, the almoſt-forgotten Order of Kzight-Errantry? Ina 


word, without any Conſideration of Flattery or Reſpe&, tell me truly and 
| lincerely 
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ſincerely, like a true and faithful 'Servant, what thou haſt heard. For | 
would ' have thee to know, Sazcho, that if Princes were inform'd, as they 
ought to be, of the naked Truth, by men of unbyaſs'd Vertue, Tranqi- 
lity and Peace, Juſtice and Abundance, would bleſs the World, and this 
Iron Age of ours, by a miraculous Philoſopher's Stone, would be chang'd 
into an Age of Gold. Remember this Advertiſement, friend Sancho, to 
ſpeak the Truth, without apparelling and diſguifing her Beauties; for ſhe's 
a Lady that always ought to be ſeen naked. That I ſhall do from the bot- 
tom of Heart, reply*d Sazcho, provided you will not bee offended, if I tell 
what I heard, juſt as I heard it, and no otherwiſe, and preſent ye Madam 
Truth as naked as ever you ſaw Lady 1 your Life. Upon my, Honour, quo 
Doxz Quixote, nothing {hall offend me, ſpeak freely, and without Cir- 
cumlocution. | 

In the firſt place:then, Sir, you are to know, that your Neighbours take 
ye for a perfe& Mad-man, and me for a man, that at beſt, has not over- 
much Wit. The Gentlemen ſay, that your Worſhip, vent'ring beyond the 
Limjts of Gentility, have afſum'd to your ſelf moſt arrogantly the Title of 
Dozx, and have Dubbd your ſelf a Knight with two Acres of Land, a Tat- 
ter before and another behind.

There 1s no other Vice, friend S4a»cho, but 
has ſomething pleaſing in it ſelf ; but Envy trails always at her heels, Dif: 
ſention, Madneſs, Treachery, and Diſorder. | 

-This is that which 1 mortally dread, quo Saxcho; for I dare fay, that 
in that ſame Story which Neighbour Corraſco has ſeen. of our Lives, 
my Honour -is expos*d"like a Curteſan ſet-upon- her Head naked, and then 
kick'd down Staires. - Andyet upon the faith of an honeft Squire, I never 
Hoke ill of any Necromancer i! my life-; nor have I Wealth enough to be 
envy'd.- Tis true, Tama little malicious now: and then, and that I do 
talk at random ſometimes, yet I was'always counted' more [Fool then 
Knave. And were it only for this, That I believe in God and the Catholick 
Faith, and am a mortal Enemy of-the Fews, the Hiſtorians: ought to take 
Compaſſion upon me, and ſpare me'#i th* their Libells———- But before- 
George, let em ſay what they can, naked I'came into the World, and naked

Thereupon the Poet went 
on, and gave her a CharaQter with a Vengeance, tothe great SatisfaCtion 
of the Lady, who was glad to ſee her ſelf in Print, tho it were at: the 
Expence of her Honour. I muſt tell thee, Sancho, this defire of Honour, 
and to he talk*d of hereafter, is a bewitching thing. VVhat caus'd Horatias 
to throw himſelf arm'd into 7;ber ? What made' Mutins Scevola, with. that 
undoped Patience,hold his Hand in the bnrning Flame till it was conſum'd 
to Aſhes ? Whar encouragd Curtis to throw himſelf headlong into the 
gaping Earth ? What made Cz/ar paſs the Rabjrox, after ſo many.unlucky 
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of devout. Pe ple continually kneeling and adoring their Reliques, muſt 
bemueh more glhfious both in this and 'the other VVorld, then that of 
all your Heatheniſh Emperors, and all the Kzight-Errants that ever —_

her upon the loud Report that flew abroad, of her being one of the moſt 
beautiful and lovely Princeſs's in the World. Oh, now I underſtand ye, 
Sir, quo Saxcho ! and gi me leave to tell ye, if you never ſaw her i your 
life, y:gude faith, no moredid ] neither. How can that. be, reply'd Dey 
Ouixote ? Didſt thou not tell me thou ſawit her winnowing of Wheat, 
when thou' broughtſt me the Anſwer of the Letter I wrote her ?

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ſhe ſcratches a little where it does not itch, and then ſhe .repeats her An- 
ſwer agen. In ſhort, obſerve her Eyes, her Lips, the Tone of her Voice, 
and every Motion and Geſture of her Body; for by the true and faithful 
Account which thou giv'it of theſe things, {hall -I be able to penetrate 
the Secrets of her Heart, and to underſtand whatever it imports me to 
know, in reference to the happy Succeſs of my Amours. For I muſt tell 
thee, Sancho, if thou doſt not know it already, that the outward Motions, 
Geſtures, and Actions of Lovers, are the moſt certain Diſcoverers i the 
World of the inward Paſſions of the Heart. Co then, Saxcho, and enjoy a 
better Fortune then thy Maſter; and may kind Heaven grant thee ſuch 
Succeſs, as may be welcome to a perſon that fits between the two Stools 
of Fear and Hope, in this ſame forlorn Solitude wherein thou leav'ft me. 

I flie, quo Saxcho, and return in a Trice; in the mean time, Sir, ſer 
your Thoughts at reſt— Slife, Sir ! a Kzi2ht-Errant with a Heart no bigger 
then a Filberd! chear np, and ſtand to your Pan-pudding --——— Faint heart 
never woo'd\fair Maid Where there's drya Meat, there can be no want of 
Vittles —— And then agen; — The Hare leaps out of the Buſh, where we 
leaſt look for her— 1 ſpeak this, becauſe that 1f 1 can't find Madam Dy- 
cineas Palace today, I may find it tomorrow— And whenlT ha' found her, 
Pie bring her ro Reaſon, or 7'le make her fly up with Jackſon's H:ns. For 
the Paſſion a' Patience, away then, quo Doz 2ixote, and mayſt thou 
prove as ſucceſsful in my buſineſs, as thou art in finding out, Proverbs 
ready pickPd upon all Occaſions. | 

This ſaid, S2zcho ſhew'd his Maſter his hack parts, and ſwitching his be- 
loved Grizzle, made all the haſte he could to the Town. In the mean 
time Do» Quixote kept his Saddle, reſting himſelf upon his Stirrups, and 
teaning his Head againſt his Lance, top full of penſive and confus d Ima: 
ginations. Nor was Saxcho leſs tormented in his Brains then his Maſter, 
not knowing what Courſe to take to fatishe his extravagant Fancy. No 
{ſooner theretore was he got out of the Wood, but turning his Aſs about, 
and perceiving his Maſter quite out of fight, he alitt ; and laying bimſelf 
down af the t2ct of a Tree, thus began to dalogue with himſelf.

Neither I nor 
my Maſter neither, ſo God help me. But ſuppoſe that the People of 
Tobofo,believing or ſuſpeRing that thou camſt to inveagle their Princefles,or 
ſpirit away their Daughters, ſhould decently nojnt thy Shoulders- with 
Ozl of Faggot-ſtich, till they left thee nere a found Rib to hoop in thy 
Why, traly were [ 
to be Judge in another man's Cauſe, I might perhaps be a'their ſide. On 
the other fide, I am apt to think, that when they came to conſider I was 
only a Servant, and that what I did, I did by Command, they wor'd not 
be ſo liberal of their Cudgel greaſe. Never truſt to that, my dear Saxcho; 
the People of Mazcha are a furly Generation of Men, and will endure no 
. Tricks 
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Tricks to be put upon *em. By the Lord Harry, if they ſmell thee out 
once, *twill behove thee to have Shift of Skin and Bones — Ware 
Hawk— ware Hawk — Why {houldit thou go about to f:arch for more 
feet then the Cat has, to gratifie another ? And perhaps when all's done, 
I may as well find D/cizza in Toboſo, as Foan Wharkum in Londow, No— 
no— I renounce thee, Say, I renounce thee— Tis the Devil has put me 
upon this Employment, and. wou'd fain ha'me pounded like Beef-Steaks, 
to make me tender for his Supper but I defie thee, Sataz, I defie 
thee. 

After theſe Expoſtulations, Sazcho ponder'd awhile, and then beginning 
afreſh; But yet they ſay, quo he, there's a Remedy for all things bur 
Death , under whoſe Yoke we muſt all ſubmit when our time comes. 
Therefore, Sancho, never deſpair, nor go about to throw the Helve after the 
Hatchet. This Maſter of mine, by a thouſand Signs that I ha' ſeen, is a 
Mad-man, fit to be lockt up in Bedlaz; and to deal ingenioully with thee, 
$azcho, I think thou art, within a quarter of a Yard and a Nail, as great 
a Fool as he, to ſerve him as thou doſt, unleſs it be for the Proverb's lake, 
Trim-tram, like Maſter like manu ; and another as good, Shew me thy Company, 
and Tl: tell what thou art, Now then my Maſter being mad— and ſo mad 
that he miſtakes many times black for white, and white for black-—— 
as when he took the Windmills for Giants, and the Flocks of Sheep for 
Armies, twill be no difficult matter to make him believe the firſt Country 
Girl I can meet with, to be the Prizce/s Dulcizea.

If he ſtamp, and 
ſtare, and tell me LIlye; Ple ſtamp, and ftare, and tell him he lyes ; and 
thus Ile fo out-face, and out-ſtare, and out-ſwear him, that he ſhall either 
have ſuch an ill Opinion of me, as never to ſend me any more of his /-/# 
of April Errants; or elſe believe, and then Ile ſwear it, that ſome of thoſe 
Necromancers that envy his Happineſs , have tranſmogrify'd the glorious 
and matchleſs D/cizez into ſome Doll Common or other, on purpoſe to 
deſpite him. 

This Contrivance reſtor'd Peace to Sexcho's troubPd Thoughts, believing 
now he ſhould have all defir'd Succeſs in his grand Aﬀair. Thus therefore

Death. You ha'no more to do, but to trot gently into the open Fields, and 
by that time you have rid four Bows ſhots, you will mcet Madam Dulcizes 
coming to gl ye a Viſit, with two of her Damlſels Holy Father,

tell me truth, or doſt thou in kindneſs abuſe me, thinking with falſe Joys 
to intoxicate my Sorrows ? What ſhall I get by thar, Sir, quo Saxcho, to tell 
you a Lye, and be found out the next, Minute ? There's neither Pleaſure nor 
Profit i that, Sir ; And therefore don't fit talking there, but ride on a- 
way-bit, and you'll ſee her coming ; I mean the Princeſs your Miſtreſ,, 
arrayd and bedeck*®d like her nown ſelf— She and her two Damſels are all 
three bur ſo many glittering Ingots of Gold. And then for Diamonds, Rubies, 
and Pearls, they hang about their Shoulders in Clufters, like red and white 
Grapes upon a clambring Vine - Gud's-lid, I wonder how they and 
their Horſes arc able to bear *em— their diſhevelld Hair hangs down in 
Curls to their very Waſtes, like ſo many Sun-beams ſporting with the 
Wind : and more then all this, they are mounted upon three Garboling 
Haos, as ſleek as the Back of an Fel, and worth their weight in yellow 
Gold ——— Gambolling Hags ! ye Block-head — quo Doz Y:ixote— Am- 
blins Nags thou meanit— Slife !-ſhould the Princets hear thee talk ſolike 
a Clown, ſhed take me for ſome Cheefemonger rather then a Man of 
Honour . Well! quo Sacho, Gamblize or Amblias Havs, or Naos— 
there's no ſuch great difference that I ſee-—- but let *em be Hags or Nags, 
I am a Pagan if Þ ever beheld ſuch beautiful Creatures as thoſe that ride 
upon em, eſpecially Madam Dzlcinea, who, by Guds-nigs, would ravifh a 
Mahometan. | 

Come on then, my dear Sazcho, quo Doz Yyixote, let's away— and for 
theſe happy Tidings thou haft brought me, I freely beſtow upon thee all 
the Spoils of the firſt Adventure we ſhall mcet with ; or if that content 
thee not, then take the three Colts of my three Mares that are now read 
to foal, upon the Town Common. I ike the Colts, quo Saxcho, but for the 
Spoils, they may coſt your Worſhip dear, and be worth nothing. 

And now they were got into the open Plain, at what time they dif. 
coverd the three Countrey Girls within a Stone's throw. Upon which, 
Don Quixote caſting his Eyes towards T:bo/o, and ſeeing no other then 
theſe three Tatterdemallions upon the Road, ſtrangely dejetted in Spirit, quo 
he to Szxcho, Was the Princels come forth of the City, when you left her?

2:4ixote, Tle give thee leave to pill off my Beard, if it be ſo—— — Body a 
Ceſar,they are either ragged He-colts or She-colts, or elſe Ilye,as ſure as Iam 
Don 2ixote, and thon Sancho Pazcha ; and I dare ſwear ir, ſhould there 
be occaſion. | 

I think the man's betattP'd, quo Sazcho— I ſay, make haſte — ſauff your 
Eyes— ride up to the Princeſs quickly, and e're ſhe come too near us, pray 
g0 pay your Homage, like a man of breeding, to the Lady of your Aﬀe:- 
Qtions. And fo ſaying, Sch himfelt, kicking with both Heels, haſtens 
up to the Wenches before his Maſter, alights trom his Af, and afrer he had 
ſopp'd the foremoſt Colt, hoiding the Collar in his hands, and falling up- 
on his Knees ; Great Princeſs, quo he, both Queen and Dutcheſs of Beay- 
ty, vouchſafe to caſt an Eye of Favourupon yonder Knight your Slave and 
Captive, whom the very ſight of your illuſtrious Preſence has petrify'd 
into a cold and ſenfeleſs piece of Marble, withour Pulſe or Motion, as being 
daunted, diſmay*d, and daz1'd with the Luſter of your Majcfty.

By this time the enamour'd Knight being alighted alſo. from his Horſe, 
had clapp'd himſelf down upon his Knees by his Squire; : like, devout  Maz 
and Wif- 1n a Tomb Yr the Chaxcel ; bur perceiving his Godaeſs to be noother 
then a fuſty Joaz Raggle, a meer blubber-cheek'd, ſwarthy, flat-nos'd, 

realie 77ugmullion, he fouhd himſelf in ſuch a ſtrange Averſion to. Female 
Adoration, that he could not ſo much as open his Lips. On the other ſide, 
the Wenches no leſs aſtoniſh'd to ſee two men in ſach different Guiles, 
vpon their Knees, and ſtopping the poor Colts, were in a Peck of Troubles.

To whom Saxcho ; Moſt illuftrious Princeſs, quo he, and Lady in com- 
mon of Tobofo, how can a Heart ſo hard and cruel, dwell within ſo fair a 
Breaſt, *and not relent to ſee the Prop and Pillar of Xzi2ht-Errantry kneel - 
ing at the feet of your moſt glorious Highneſs ? — Hoy-day ! What ha? 
we got here tro ? quo the ſecond—g— Theſe Purſe-proud Cockneys think 
they may abuſe us Countrey Girls at their pleaſure, as if we could not 
return *em a Rowland for their Oliver - No, no, y'are the wrong 
Box, y* fackins — Here are none for your turn ———- If ye are ſo hot, the 
Town's before ye——— 

Riſe, Sazcho, quo Don Quixote, for now I find my curſed ill Fortune 
perſecutes me till with her accuſtom'd Malice, and has damm( up all 
the Paſſages that ſhould convey Contentment to my: miſerable Soul that 
lingers in this frail Trunk of mortal Fleſh. But oh ! thou living Sun of 
human Beauty, Maſter-piece of Heaven, and only Remedy that can cure 
this afflicted Heart which adores thee ; tho the villainous Enchanter 
that continually diſturbs my Reft, have now caſt Miſts and Clouds before 
my Face, and hides thoſe peerleſs Beauties from my fight alone, under the 
foul diſguiſe of rural Deformity ; diſdain me not however, but look upon 
me with a glance of Pity and AﬀeCtion ; at leaſt, if not by the ſame Power 
transform'd into ſome ugly Shape, that may render me frightful to thy 
All-charming Eyes Thou ſeeſt, Celeſtial Princeſs, both my Sub- 
miſfion and my Zeal; and be afſlur'd my conſtant Heart will never fail :o 
pay the Homage due to thy divine Beauty, mauger all the Artifices of my 
inveterate Foe. 

Marry-gap, Mr. Smell-ſmock, wi your Lyricum fancies, quo the Coun- 
trey Wench— What's all this for ? In ſhort, Sir, you do but waſte time— 
weare all, I think, beſpok*n already 3 for my part I am—— And there- 
fore I beſeech ye,ride on, Sir,wi' your Gridiron-cheeks— you ſeem to be very 
old, and I'm ſure y* are very ugly— nor indeed do we underſtand your high 
Language. She had no ſooner ſpoken the words, but Sancho let her pals, 
over-joy?d that his Stratagem had ſo well taken. 

On the other ſide, Madam Da/cinea,no leſs glad to be thus rid of her trouble- 
ſome Gallant, and fearing purſtit, with a Pin thruſt through the end of 
her Withie-wan, ſo berickl'd the Colt's Buttocks, that the reſfty young 
Jade, unaccuſtom'd to ſuch kind of ſmart Inftigations, fell a kicking and 
flinging ſo outragiouſly, that the Girts of the Pannel breaking, down came 


the pretended Princeſs. Preſently Dox Quixote ran to help her up, cx 
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Sancho to mend her Furniture ; which being done, and all things made faſt 
agen,;the amorous Knight went about to have taken his inchanted Miſtreſs 
”, his Arms, with an Intention to have re-ſeated her upon her ſumptuous 

Side-ſaddle, as Sazcho had {worn it to be : but, the fair Lady getting up 
at the ſame time,' took a run, and laying: her hand upon: the Crupper of 
the Colr, -at one Jump leap'd cleaverly into her Pannel,: where ſhe fate a- 
{tride; hke the Queen of 'the 4mazors her {clf. ; I 

By this Air, quo Sazcho, our Lady Miſtreſs is as nimble as a Titmons. Let 
me die, if I don't think her fit to teach the beſt Horſemen in Morocco tg 
mount their Barbaries. See how {he ſmokes it away, and without Spurs 
makes her young Palfrey run like a Grey-hound ; her Damſels of Honour 
to0, are as notable W hipſters as ſhe— fore-George, they fly-like the Wind: 
For indeed they rid for their lives, not daring to flacken. their pace, till 
they. were got out of the Reach of two ſuch Saint-like Wooers, under- 
ſtanding neither. their Devotion, nor their Courtſhip. 

Don Quixote purſu'd 'em as far as he could with his Eyes, and when they 
were quite out of ſight, Saxcho, ſaid he, What doft think of the confound- 
ed Malice of theſe damn'd Enchanters, thus to deprive me, Caitifts as they 
are; 'of the greateſt Happineſs i' the World, ' to have ſeen the peerleſs Dul- 
cinea in her natural Shape and Glory ? Certainly I was born to be the very 
Example and Mark of Misfortune it ſelf, againſt which theſe Vermin are 
employ?d to ſhoot all. the Arrows of her Hatred. Nor were theſe Tray- 
tors content to: transform the matchleſs Du/cimes into a deformed P#zz/e 
of a.Countrey Wench, but they muſt take from her that lovely Scent too, 
which is peculiar to Ladies of her' Quality, who always ſmell of Amber 
and Arabian Perfumes : Inforuch that when I went to embrace her to lift 
her up again into her Saddle, as thou eallit it ( for I cannot beat it out 
of my head, but that it was no more then a Pannel ſuch a rank Hogo of 
Garlick and raw Onions invaded my Noſtrils, as had like to ha? taken away 
my Breath. | 

Devan of Mankind, then, cry'd $2zcho, in a terrible Paſſion, Scoundrels 
of-Inchanters, Oh, that I might have the pleaſure once to ſee the whole 

Rabble of fach 1»ps of Satan threaded together upon oneString, and hung up 
a fmoaking like Herrings at Tarmouth! Was it not enough for ye to:change 
thoſe Eyes of my Miftreſs, brighter then Aurora's, into Acorns? her Golden 
Treffes into a red Cow's Tail? Was it not enough for.ye to alter the whole 
Frame and Form of her Body, but that you muſt be medling with her 
Breath; and alt'ring the fteam of her Fleſh, which was ſweeter then the 
Morning Exhalations of Roſes, by which we ſhould ha' known her to ha 
been the Perſon we ſought for, tho vader Diſguiſe ? And yet for all this, 
I muſt confeſs, the Lady Dalcivea never appeard tq me to be deformed, 
but rather on the other fide, methonght I never ſaw a more lovely Crea- 
ture ” my life; by the ſame token ſhe had a Mole upon her right Lip, 
which gave root to ſeven or eight hairs of a deep Norway Red, about 
two fingers long, looking like ſo many ſtrings of Gold Wire.

By thelife of Pharaoh, quo Sarxcho, *tis treie as I 
te!l ye— there they were, and they look'd too, as it ſhe had brought *em 
along with her into the World ; but I muſt needs Jay, they are very be- 
coming. ' That I believe, friend Sazcho, reply'd Do Zuixote ; for Nature 
could not add to Dalcizea's Features any thing but what was the PerfeQion

of her Workmanſhip : ſo that thoſe Moles were no Dgformities in her, bur 
bright and glittering Scars that augmented the Luſtre of her Beauty. Bur 
prithee tell me, Sancho, that which appeared ro me no other then a Pan. 
nel, was it a Pillioz, or a Side-ſaddle ? It was a Side-faddle, an't like your 
Worſhip, with an ineſtimable Imbroidery, by this fair Skie, worth half 
a Kingdom. How the Devil came it to paſs, quo Doz 24ixore, that Icould 
ſee nothing of all this ? Well ! I have faid it, and muſt fay it as long as I 
live, I am the moſt unfortunate among Men. Upon that, the Crackrope 
of a Squire could hardly forbear laughing to ſee how artificially he had 
gull'd his credulous, and All to-be-taſcinated Maſter, which he glory'd in 
till his dying Day, as one of his chiefeſt Maſter-pieces. 

At length, after ſeveral other Diſcourſes of the ſame nature, they mount-

Recollect your 
ſelf therefore, and ride wi' your Bridle i your hand, like a Man : Wake, 
Sir, wake by any means, and ſhew your ſelf a Kzight-Errant Slife 
Sir, you jog along more like a Hartford-fhire T anner, then a Lady's Cham- 
pion. What a Devil's the matter? Are ye dreaming of a dry Summer ? — 
Ine're beheld a man ſo mop'd 1 my life—— Pd rather Beelzebub ſhould 
carry all the Dulcined's i' the world a pick-back to Hell, then loſe one 
ſingle Kyziobt-Errant, more worth then all the Inchantments and Tranl- 
mogrifications upon Earth- - 

Peace, Saxcho, peace, reply'd Dox Quixote, not a treaſonable word more 
aoainſt the inchanted Princeſs Dalcines. 'Tis I am the ſole occaſion of her 
Misfortune Cursd be thoſe Hell-hounds of Enchanters that envy 
my Glory, and deprive me of my — By Cuas-liggers, reply'd Saxcho, 
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?tis a fad caſe ; nor doIthink there is that Heart ſo hard in mortal Breaſt 
that wou'd not melt to ſee how ſtrangely the Lady's alter'd Well 
mayſt thou ſay ſo, Sancho, quo Doz Nnixote, for thou haſt ſeen her. in 
all her Luſtre, when her Beauties dazl'd all the world, and ſhcne without 
a Cloud 3: when no Inchantments dimm'd thy Eyes, as they did mine. But 
alas ! *tis I alone that prove the fatal Conſequences of their dangerous and 
venomous Effefts. By the way, Sancho, I mult tell thee, thou didſt not 
make a right uſe of thy Eyes neither, by the Deſcription of this Lady' 
Beauty, which thou 'madeſt me. For thou told{t me, if I forget not, ſhe 
had Eyes of Pearl for Eyes like Pear], are more properly to be a- 
{ſcribd to the Fiſh call'd a Gril:head, then toa Lady. Wherefore rather he- 
lieve, that Dalcizez's Eyes are like Turquoiſes, or green Emeralds, which 
are arch'd over with two celeſtial Raiz-bows inſtead of Eye-brows ——— 
and therefore keep the Pearls till thou com'dſt to her Teeth. For aſfuredly, 
Sancho, thou wertmiſtaken,and took'it her Teeth tor her Eyes. That might 
be, reply'd Saxcho, for I was then as much dazld with the fight of her 
Beauty, as you were troubl'd juſt now at her Deformity.

- Methioks I 
ſee the Tom ladles already at their Duties, ſaunter, ſannter, gaping and 
ſtaring} wi? their hands r their Pockets , and enquiring through all the 
Streets ' of Tobofo, for the Lady Dulcinea, who, it may be, has met *em five 
or (ix times full Bye, and yet are they ſtill to ſeek ; for they know her no 
more. then they knew my Father deceas'd. 

Perhaps, reply'd Doz 2uixote, the force of the Inchantment may not 
extend to Giants ahd Knights that are vanquiſhd— — But well try the 
Experiment upon the next that we luckily light upon. 

Tlike your Delign very well, Sir, reply'd Sazcho, for thereby we ſhall 
ficid' out the Truth, whether the Enchanters are in fault, and whether 
they:conceal my Lady's Beauty from you alone, or no for then it 
is Malice fore-thought-in them ; and 'tis you that ſuffers, and not ſhe. So 
then if our Miſtreſs be well, let us be glad for that, and bear the reſt of 
our AfMiCtions as weltas we can; and we can take no better courle then 
by ſeeking out: new Adventures,” which will draw off our Thoughts ano- 
ther away , till Time, the beſt Phyſician 1 the world, {hall perfe& the 
Cure?/ :: 08 

Dyz 2uixote was juſt about to have return'd him an Anſwer, when 
he: deſcry'd upon-tht- Road a kind' of a Cart, like a-Hay-cart, that carry'd 
a Company - of People. in ſtrange and different Habits. He that ſeem to 
be the} Carter, was a moſt hideous Hobrhruſh, enough to ſcare a hundred 
Knizht-Errants.' In the next place, as the Cart drew nearer and nearer, 
he diſcover d a Reſemblance of ':Dea/h with a human Countenance. On 
the one fide of Death ſtood an Azgel with large expanded Wings of divers 
Colours; on the other ſtood. an Emperor with a Crown that ſeemd to 
be of Gold, - At the feet of Death lay the God of Love, with his Bow and 
his Arrows, only he was not hood-wink'd. 'Next to theſe there appeard 
a Knight compleatly arm'd from head to foot, -enly that inſtead of a Heimet

With this inward Incouragement he advances, and like one reſoly?d 
ro expoſe himſelf to all the Dangers that could threaten Mortality, poſt- 
ing himſelf before the Cart ; Gee-ho-man or Devil, quo he, with a furly 
menacing Tone, tell me, at thy Peril, who thou art, whither thou arc 
going, and who all theſe Inhabitants of ſome other World are, that ride 
in ny Cart, which ſeems to be rather Charozs Boat, then a terreſtial Tum- 
brel : | 

Sir, quo the Dewvz/, very calmly and civilly, we are a Company of poor 
Comedians that Yeſterday , being Corpus Chriſts day, aQted the Tragedy, 
calld The Parliament of Death, behind yonder Hill, and now are going to 
play the ſame over again this Evening in the Village you ſee before us ; 
and we go in our Habits to fave the labour of new attiring our ſelves. 
That young man repreſents Deazh; that other, an Agel ; that ſame Wo- 
man, who is the Poet's Concubine, plays the Zueer There is one that 
perſonates an Emperor, and there is another plays the Sou/azer's Part, and I, 
Sir, am the Devil at your Service, one of the chief Actors i' the Play , for 
I ſpeak the Prologue ; if you have any other Queſtions to ask me, pray 
proceed ; for as I am the Devi/, Tunderſtand the whole Plot ; and I muſt 
tell ye farther, that our Poet is one that makes all the chief Plays for

neſt Friends, drive on in peace, go aft your Play ; andif I cando ye any 


Service, believe me ready to.affiſt ye with all my heart—— for I ha'been 
a great Admirer and Reader of Plays and Masks, from my very Cradle. 

No ſooner were the words out of his Mouth, but the Fool in the Tra- 
oedy, having ſtay'd alittle behind, overtook his Fellows: He was clad in 
a red and yellow Coat, hung about with little Bells, . with a Stick in his 
hand, at the end of which were ty'd three large blown Bladders full of 
blew Beans. This Fool, coming near Doz Rnneſe, fell a skipping and 
Jeaping after his antick faſhion, and all the while kept fencing with his 
Stick, and thumping the Ground with his rattling Bladders, which made 
ſuch a Confuſion of ſounds, that what with his Bladders, and what with his 
Bells,that Roſinarre,till then the patienteſt Horſealive,ſcar'd ont of his Wits, 
took his Curb in his Teeth, and notwithſtanding all the Rider's Skill, fella 
friking, curvetting, and running , as if the Devil had ſent poft for 
his Maſter. 

Sancho fearing ſome Miſchief would befall the beſt of Champions,skips from 
his Patient Grizzle,and runs with all the ſpeed he could to help him; but be- 
fore he could come near, by many a Bow's ſhot, Rofinazte had made a falſe 
ſep, ( for he was troubl'd with Corns ) ſo that both Horſe and: —_— had 
"" "SN one 
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done all. their tumbling Tricks, and were both come to the Ground before 
his Approach. On the other fide, the Kzave of a Fool perceiving Saxch,s 
Aſs without a Maſter, leaps into the Pannel, at what time the dull Beaſt, 
awakend with the Thumps of his Bladders, and the ringing of his Bells, 
took ſuch a female Fright, that away ſhe ran toward the Village, as ſwift 
2s a Hare in her firſt Courſe. 

Sancho, with incredible Sorrow, beholding his Maſter's Fall,and the Flight 
of his Aſs, was in a great Quandary whither to bend his Succour. But at 
length, good Nature over ruling, notwithſtanding his unexpreffible Aﬀe- 
Aion for his Aſs, he determind in favour of his Maſter. To: whom, after 
he .had help'd him up again, and fix'd him 1n his Saddle ; Sir, ſaid he, the 
Devil is run away with my Aſs, What Devil, quo Don 2nixote ? The 
Devil that was hung with Bells, quo S$2zcho. Chear up, S:xcho, quo Dyz 
Quixote, Vie fetch him again, let the Devil lock him up in the darkeſt 
and deepeſt Stable he has in all his lower Regions. Follow me only to the 
Cart, Vile unharneſs all their Trumpery-draggers, I warrant thee— Thou 
ſhalt have 'em all, Sazcho, to recompence thy lols 

Joy be wime, quo S2zcho, there's no need Temper your Choler, 
IT befeech ye, Sir the Devil has abandon'd my Als, and the poor 
Creature is returning back again. I knew the loving Soul would never 
leave me,ifonce he could get his Liberty, And true it was what Sazchofaid ; 
for the Devi/and Grizzleit ſeems had been ſhewing their Tumbler's Tricks, 
in imitation of Doz 2uixote and Roſinante : And then it was, it ſeems, that 
Grizz/e getting up firſt, ſcudded back to her dear Maſter, and the Devil 
was fain to foot it to the Village. | 

I care not for that, reply*'d Doz 2uixote, Pm of opinion, *tis fit to cha- 
ſtize the Inſolence of this Devil, tho twere only to make him an Exam. 
ple; and if I cant light upon him, Ile be reveng'd upon the firſt I meet, 
tho 't be the Emperor himſelf. I beſeech ye, Sir, let it alone— there's 
nothing to be got by meddling with theſe ffrolling Interluders : For tho 
they are Fellows condemn'd by the Statute-Law, yet they find more Friends 
then honeſter People. I knew one of theſe Szgre-tredders ſent to Priſon 
for two Murders, and yet he eſcap'd without paying a Farthing. I tell 
ye, Sir, all the looſe, idle, extravagant, lawleſs Part of the world eſteem 
and adore %em for the Paſtime and Sport which they make ; and therefore 
fince we have our Aſs again, let *em go and be hang'd for a Company 
of Vagabonds as they are. 

No— quo Don Zuixote, were't for nothing elſe, 't ſhall ne're be faid, 1 
was afraid of the Devi/, tho all Mankind took his part : and with that, 
he ſpurrd after the Cart, which was now got pretty near to the Village, 
crying out, T* your Prayers, Vagabonds - T' your Prayers, Varlets— 
Tle teach ſuch Bruits as you are, to be civil to the Beaſts that carry the 
honourable burden of a Kizht- Errant's Squire. 

Theſe lond Threats of Do» Quixote's aſſuring the Players of his fell In- 
tentions, preſently Death, the Emperor and the Angel leap'd out of the 
Cart, and joyn'd with the Dev/; nay, Cupid himſelf and the Queex ad- 
venturd to hazzard their Perſons in the common Calamity. And thus 
entrenching theinſelves altogether, on the other fide of the Waggon, well 
ſtor'd with the uſual Ammunition that ſtony High-ways afford in ſuch 
caſes, they refolv'd upon Self-preſervation and Defence. Dox 2aixote, on 
the other fide, perceiving 'em ſo well prepar'd, and fo couragiouſly de- 
termin'd, itopp'd his Career, and fate conſidering with himſelf, how he 
might attack this formidable Battalion, with leaſt danger to his perſon; 

at 
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at what time Sazcho having overtak*'n him, and perceiving how advan- 
rageouſly the Enemy had poſted themſelves ; Sir, faid he, I dont like this 
Adventure by no means-——-— and in my Judgment, 'tis a meer madneſs 
to undertake it— for what defenſive Arms have you to keep'off a Showre 
of Stones and Brick-bats, unleſs you could walk with the great. Bell of 
Lincoln over your head ? Have not you had a enough of theſe Broils to 
your coft? and will you agen be (ingly encount'ring a whole Army, where 
an Emperor fights in perſon, attended by Death himſelf, and affiſted by 


good and bad Angels ?—— — Laftly, conſider that tho they be all Emperors, 
Princes, and Angels, yet there is not ſo much as one Kio ht- Errant a- 
tnong em. 


Sancho, quo Doz Quixote, I neer found thy Advice worth a Button, till 
now ; tis very true what thou fay'ſt, and I muſt alter my Reſolution; 
for indeed I ought not to draw my Sword againſt any one living that has 
not been dubbd a Kzight-Errant. And therefore, Sancho, *tisthy buſineſs 
to revenge thy ſelf upon theſe Rakeſhames of Comedians for the Injury 
done to thy Grizz/e ; however, Þle ſtay to encourage thee, and give thee 
wholeſom Advice. Sir, reply*d Sazcho, tis not for the Profeſfors of Chri- 
ſtianity to think of Revenge——— a true Chriſtian muſt forgive and for- 
get. And as for my poor Grizz/e, who is as peacedble as my felt, I ſhall 
be able to accommodate the buſineſs well enough with her, and perſwade 
her to reaſon ; for I know her humour:ſo well, that ſhe'll be better con- 
tented with one Meaſure'of Oats, then with all the ' Revenges # the 
World. Nay then, good Sancho, diſcreet Sancho, Chriſtian Sazcho, patient 
S$axcho, if that be thy Reſolution, let's leave theſe idle:' Apparitions,, and 
proceed in ſearch of more important Adventures, of which, methinks, 'we 
ſhould meet with great Variety. in this Countrey. - And ſo ſaying, he 
wheel'd oft, ridding the Players of a thouſand Fears, and putting an nd.to 
the moſt dreadful Adventure of the Chariot :of Death:;, at the 'ſame time; 
thanks tothe ſage and prudent! Counſels of Sazcho Pancha, : whole Name 
be eterniz'd in Hiftory for ſo pious and glorious an AQtion. 580} meal 
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Containing the ſtrange Adventure that befel the valiant Don Quixote - 


with the gallant Knight of the Wood. 


'HE next Night, which was the Night that follow'd the fatal Day 
FT wherein Dor Crinore encounter*d the Chariot of Death, the Knight 
and the Squire repos'd their weary Limbs; and then it was that Doz 
Quixote, at Sancho's Perſwaſion, made a ſhort Supper upon ſuch Proviſion 
as Sancho's new Wallet afforded. Now while they were feeding, Ah, Sir ! 
quo Sancho, had not I been a fine Fool: to ha? choſen for the Reward of 
my News, the Spoils of your firſt ViQory,. inſtead of ,your three Colts ?

All this is very true, quo Do» Quixote, yet hadſt thou let me- alone, 
thou hadſt had by this Fn thy ſhare an Emperor's Crown of Gold, and 


Cupid's painted Wings ; for I would ha' torn *em from the Shoulders ad 
is 
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his Deity-ſhip, and thou ſhouldſt ha' worn 'em thy ſelf. And what then 
quo Sancho? I hope you are not lo ſimple to think me ſuch a Child to be 


| pleas'd with Gewgaws; or to believe that Emperors in Plays are crown'q 


with pure Lombara-ſtreet Gold. A. * what ſhould IT ha' got by all thei; 
St. Martin's Trumpery ? 

Sancho, quo Don Yuixote, I don't believe all to be Gold that glifters - 
however, I would not have thee think the worſe of Comedians or Comedic; 
which are of great uſe in a Commonwealth, as being the Looking. glaſſes 
that repreſent to our ſight the Beauties and Deformities of Vertue ang 
Vice; in them we behold all the Attions of human Life; nor is there 
any thing that more truly ſhews us what we are, or what we ought to 
be. | Prithee, Saxcho, tell me, Didft ever ſee a Play where Emperors, 
Kings, Popes, Knights, and Ladies of all ſorts and fizes, Clergy and Laity, 
Gentle and Simple are brought upon the Stage ? One a&ts a Ruffian, ano. 
ther a'Cheat, another a Baud, another a Divine, another a Lawyer, ano- 
ther a Souldier, another a Fop, and another a fond Lover ——— But when 
the Play's done, and the Atftors have chang'd their Habits, they are all 
as'they were agen, hail fellow well met. A l this I ha” ſeen, quo Sancho, 
Why thus, quo Don Q»7xore, all men living, I their turns, a& their Parts 
in the ſame: manner upon the grand Stage of the World, till at length 
comes Death, entring at the Jaft Scene of our Lives, ſtrips us of all our 
Honours , and CharaQters of Diſtintion, and- lays us al equal in the 
Grave— Bleſs me, 'quo Sancho ! what News you tell me ! as if [ 
had never ſeeri a Game at Cheſs, where, as" long as' the Play laſts; every 
piece:of Wood does its Duty under ſeveral Names of Kzngs, Pawns, Rooks, 
and Kjights, and when the Games over, they are all put higglede-pig- 
gledy. into theBag together agen, withobut any difference, juſt as you ſay 
we are laid -up, like the Lumber of the World , in the Bowels of the 
Earth. © I think, Sa»:ho, quo Dor Quixote, thou grow'ft wittier and wit- 
tier every day then other—— 'Oh, Sir ! quo Sazcho, you may be ſure 
learn ſomething every moment by keeping you Company, elſe I fhould 
be the very'it Dunce in Nature— Thoſe Lands muſt be very barren 
indeed, that never yield any Crop, when they are well dung'd and ma- 
nurd—— I mean, Sir, that ycur Diſcourſes have been the Due which 
you have ſpread upon the barren Soil of my Undertanding ; and the Time 
that I ha' ſpent in your Service, has been the Ti/age, which I hope has 
ſo well --azur d:me, as to bring forth Fruit worthy the Husbandmar's Pains. 

Dox- Quixote was fo pleasd with Sazcho's Learning, that he laugh to 
exceſs beyond his accuſtom'd Gravity— for hethought him extreamly im- 
prov d— nay, ſometimes was ſo aſtoniſh'd at his Notions, his Similes, and 
his Proverbs, that he thought him half inſpird, and began to think him 
fit to govern not only an Iſland, but all the Turkiſh Empire 3 tho. many 
times, is true, the Squire would make a Trip, when he ſoar'd too high 
above his Capacity,” and come tumbling down from the Mountain. of Sim- 
plicity to the — of 'Ignorance, as you may have already found, 
if you have obſerv*d the Story as ye ought todo. 

In theſe and ſuch like Diſcourſes it was that they ſpent the moſt part 
of the Night , till Sz»cho was willing to let fall the Poxz Cyllices of his 
Eye-lids, which was the Phraſe he usd, when he had a mindto g0 to lleep. 
Thereupon he unhalterd his Gr:zz/e, and took off her Pannel, leaving her 
at her full Liberty to feed and fill her Belly. But as for Roſcnarte, he 


only took off his Bridle, for that Doz Quixote had expreſly forbid him to 


meddle with tis Saddle, where; and whenever it were that they ſlept in 
the 
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the Field ; it being an ancient Cuſtom prudently eftabliſhd, and inviolably 
obſerv'd by all, Kizht-Errants. And therefore, guard a— touch not the 
Saddle for your Ears. I cannot fay, but that the Squire might ſlacken 
the Girths a little to give the Horſe mere freedom to eat his Vittles; and if 
it happen'd that Roſizante laid himſelf down and rolld in a Cow-turd at any 
rime, it was but only Saxcho's beſtowing a ſmall Curſe upon him, andclean- 
ing the Knights Furniture agen. And now you may beſure, that neither 
Roſinante, nor Madam Grizz/e made any ſcruple whoſe Graſs it was they 
eat, but lovingly fell roo, and fed like Horſes upon what Nature had ſpread 
before *em. | 
And indeed it was a wonderful thing, the Friendſhip and Kindneſs that 
was between Madam Gr/zz/e and Roſenante, inſomuch that Tradition in- 
forms us, how that the Author of this Hiſtory compos'd ſeveral Chapters 
upon that Subject, tho he would not inſert 'em in his Book, for fear of 
breaking the Laws of Decorum. Yet ſome few touches to ſhew the un- 
parallePd Amity between two dumb Creatures, could not eſcape him ; 
where he writes, That theſe two matchleſs Brutes (if they might be caiPd 
Brutes, and not rather rational Animals) took a moſt ſingular delight to ſcrub 
and lick one another ; and that when they were weary of that Pleaſure, 
Roſinante wonld lay his long Neck over Grizz/e's Creſt, and thus they 
would ſtand with their Eyes tix'd upon the Ground, ina deep Metaphyſical 
Contemplation for three whole Days and Nights together, unleſs difturb'd, 
or that Hunger compelld *em to a Divorce. Some ſay the Author did 
not ſcruple to compare their Friendſhip to that of Ny/as and Ext3alus, or 
Pylades and Oreſftes ; which if it were ſo, deſerves a univerſal Admiration, 
to the ſhame of men, that ſo ill obſerve the Rules of Friendſhip one among 
another. Nor muſt we blame the Author for comparing the Friendſhip 
of Beaſts with that of Men; for that the Beaſts themſelves' have been 
men's InftruQtors and Tutors in many other things of great Importance ; 
while the S:ork taught 'em the uſe of Ch/ters ; Dogs, the benefit of vomiz- 
ing; Cranes gave 'em an Example of Vizilancy; Ants, of- Providence and 
good Husbandry ; Elephants, of Honeſty ; and Horſes of Loyalty. But to re- 
turn to the Story - | 
No ſooner were theſe two peerleſs Examples of cordial AﬀeStion thus 
turn'd to Graſs, but Sancho, ſtretch'd ont at full length under a ſpreadin 
Oak, fell faſt aſleep; while Doz Zuixote, _— his careful Head we 
the ſtump of another ſmaller Tree, fetch'd a ſhort Slumber, which per- 
haps might have continu'd ſomewhat longer, had be not been waken'd 
by a noiſe behind him, which made him ftart up of a ſudden, like a Hare 
frighted out of her Form; at what time he ſaw two men a Horſe-back, 
of which the one, as it were, letting himſelf down from his Saddle, like 
2 Bundle of Feathers from an Upholdfterer's Garret, cryd to the other, 
Alight, Friend, andlet us unbridle both our Horſes-——— here's excellent 
feeding for 'em ; beſides that, the Silence and Solitude of the place ſeems 
moſt agreeable to entertain my amorous Thoughts. And having ſo ſaid, 
he laid himſelf down upon the Graſs, yet' not fo eafily, but thar his Ar- 
mour made Aa rattling, which caus'd Doz 2ixote preſently to think he 
had met with one of his Brethren. ' D.0' | 
pon that, away he goes to his Squire, and having  wakd him with 
three or four Tuggs by the Elbow, So-ho, Sancho, quo he, whiſpering him 
” the Ear— TI ſpie an Adventure —— God ſend us good luck, qus Sazcho; 
but where's rhis worſhipful Adventure, I would. fain- know ? Look 
yonder—— Doſt not” ſee a-Knight lying all along upon the Graſs ?— I'my 
” Is Conlciefice 
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Conſcience he is a Man of Serrow, for I ſaw him throw himſelf upon the 
Ground with ſuch a Negligence, as if he had been regardleſs of his Bones, 


whether he broke *em or no And what of all this, quo Sazcho, 
why mult this be an Adventure ? I do not ſay 'tis an Adventure, reply'd 
Doz 2»ixote, but it may prove an Adventure 1n time for moſt Ad- 
ventures begin thus. | | 

But hark— Saxcho— I think I hear Muſick too—— ?rtis either a Lyze or 


a Tews-T rump hold a little— *tis a Lute— and by his clearing his 
Throat, we are like to have a Song too I told thee 'twas an Adven- 
ture - Uponmy life, Sir, you ſay true, quo Sacho, this mult be ſome 
enamourd captivated Knight — Did you fee him pull down his Breeches, 
Sir?

After he had done linging, the poor Kpizht of the Wood fetch'd ſuch a

for he talks as if he intended to expoltulate a Month together. But con- 
trary to Doz 2nixote's and Sarcho's Opinion, the Knight concluded his 
Complaints at the ſame time ; for Iraving heard Doz Quixote's Voice, 
and perceiving himſelf to have been diſcover'd, he roſe up, andcry' out, 
Who's there ?

With all my 
heart, quo Saxcho, and then Tie tell ye who I am, that you may be able 
to judge whether I am a perſon to be ſhut out of Company for a Wrangler, 
or no.

Containing a Continuation of the Adventure of the Knight of the Wood, 
and the pleaſant Diſcourſe that paſs'd between the two Squires. 


HU S the Knights and the Squires were divided into Parties, the 
one recounting their Lives, the other repeating the Stories of 
their Ladies and Miſtrefſes. And tho it had been proper to have 

ſet down the Diſcourſe of the Maſters before the Squires, yet the Au-

Then for your Greyhounds, Vie ne're be without a Brace or two; the 
Forreſt, you know, is hard by us ; and, what ſays the Proverb, Srollen Ven- 
fon is ſiveet ———— 

Brother Squire, quo the Sqzire of the Wood, 'thas been my Reſolution 
long ſince to abandon the Service of theſe intoxicated, hair-brain'd Kight- 
Errants, and return home to my Wife and Children, of which I have, 
thanks be to God, three Oriental Pearls of my own, whoſe Education it 
behoves me to mind. | 5064 

I ha” but two, quo Szcho, but for their Learning, they are fit to be 
Secretaries to the Pope himſelf; eſpecially my Girl, that 1 breed up to 
be a Counteſs, ſo ſoon as God pleaſes, tho my ſilly Wife be utterly againſt 
it, How old is that Damſel you defigntor a Counteſs, reply'd the S$qzre 
of the Wood? — — About fifteen and a half, quo Sazcho Morblew, he's 
as ſound as a Roach, as tall as a May-pole, as freſh as an April-morning, 
and as ſtrong as a Wine- Porter. By the Pleaſure of Generation, quo the 
Squire of the Wood, thele are PerfeQtions to fit her not- only for a Coun- 
teſs, but to be fam'd to Poſterity for another Robix-hood's Maid-Marrion ;

Tn good faith, reply'd the Squire of the Wood, I am not 
for Nebuchadnezzar's Diet ; let our Maſters obſerve the ſtrict Rules of their 
Chivalry ; if I ſtir-a Mile, I muſt ha'my Belly-timbgr and this Bottle, the 
fairhful Companion of my Travels — zhe Leather Boteel, Oh," the Leather

have an excellent Noſe, you ſee, quo Saxcho, let me but ſmell to a parcel 


o Wine, and Ple tell ye, whether it be fine or green, whether *twill keep, 
and all the good and bad Qualities of it. Nor is this to be wonderd at— 
for [ had of my Anceſtors, by the Father's ſide, two of the beſt Wine-

Another time ſhe commanded me to g0 and remove 
Stoxehenge ( which 1s a prodigious number of vaſt Stones, every One as 
big as an ordinary Caſtle ) from Shaftsbury to Amesbury Plain— I did fo, 
and there they ſtand to this hour - Then ſhe order'd me to go

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ſineſs, for ſhe had nothing more to ſay to me. After this ſhe put me 
upon challenging all the Hedtors, Bully-Rocks, and Hufſing- Dicks i the 
Kingdom, with a Command not to ſee her Face, eanlels I brought Con- 
feſions under all their Hends, that ſhe alone was the only Lady that de- 
zrv'd the Crown of Beauty, and that I was the moſt valiant Knight 
living and 1 my Conſcience, were the Notes to be fild, they would 
reach up as high—- let me fſee— I would not willingly be taken trip- 
ping — as high—as one of the Pyramids in #g2ypz7. But the moſt no- 
ble Vittory which I won, was that, when I fought hand to hand with 
the fam'd Achilles of the times, Don Quixote de 13 Mancha; tis true, Ihad 
a pretty tough Bout on't— but for all that I brought him upgg his Knees 
at lengeh, and made him confeſs that the fair Roſamond of Turnbo!tretia 
was incomparably far more beautiful then Dulcizea del T oboſo, 

Don Quixote could hardly forbear from ſhewing his Paſſion ; he had a 
hunderd ye Hes ready upon the Tip of his Tongue, only he refrain'd ont 
ofa particular Deſign to draw from the Knight's own Mouth a Juftifi- 
cation of his words, or an Acknowledgment of his being miſtaken.

many 1n the World that reſemble him. 

Body a' Ceſar, quo the Knight of the Wood, d' ye think I don't know 
Don Yuixote de la Mancha? I tell ye, I fought him— beat him— 
had him at my mercy— and to let ye ſee that I know him—— He's a 
tall, ſcragged, wither-fac'd, leathern jaw'd Fellow— grizzle-hair'd, hawk- 
nos'd, with long thick black Mu/tachs*s, like a Limehouſe-Maſter of a Ship— 
and he calls himſelf by the Name of the Kz2ht of the ſad Figure, Laſtly, 
he beſtrides the far fam'd Roſnante— his Squire's Name is Sancho Pancha— 
and he owns for the Miſtreſs of his Aﬀections, one Dulcizea del Toboſo, 
alias Foan Ruggle of Hockley 7 the Hole, Spinſter And if theſe ben'c 
Tokens enow to juſtife what I ſay, I wear a Sword by my fide to puniſh 
arrogant Incredulity — : 

Sir Knight, quo Doz Quixote, Fairand ſoiily, as Lawyers go to Heaven— 
not ſo hot, I beſeech ye— for you muſt know, that this Do Quixote 
you talk of, is one of the beſt Friends I have Y the world, inſomuch that 
I love him as well as I do my felt; and by the Deſcription you ha' made 
me of him, ſo certain and ſo punQual, he ſhould be the perſon ſubdu'd 
and vanquiſh'd by your Proweſs— On the other fide, 1am fo clearly 
convinc'd by my own Knowledge, that he never was ſubdud or vanquiſh'd 
by any perſon living under the Canopy of Heaven, that I for the Blood 
of me, can't tell what to make of your Story unleſs that ſome Enchan- 
ter { as there are a great many that perſecute his Honour }) ſhould have 
taken upon him to appear in his Shape, and ſuffer'd himſelf ro be chrumm'd 
and lambaſted, a? purpoſe to defraud him of that Renown, which his fa- 
mous Exploits have acquir'd him over all the habitable World-- Which ſeems 
the more probable, in regard it is-but two days ago that one of thoſe Cat- 
tiff Infidels transform'd the fair Dulcizea del 1 cboſo into a toul and deſpicable 
Countrey Dowdy ; and if this be not ſufficient to convince thee of thy 
miſtake, here is Doz 2nixote himſelf 1n perſon to juſtifie, either arm'd 
or unarm'd, afoot or a horſe back, that y* are a Son of a whore, a poor 
Man, and ye lye——— And fo ſaying, up he ſtarted, lay'd his hand upon

Knight of the Wood, who calmly and ſoberly made him this careleſs 
Anſwer —— Sir, quo he, a good Pay-maſter ſcorns to be in debt——- 
He that could thwact your Jacket, when Devil incarnate, has no reaſon 
to fear the Threats of human Imbecility but in regard that only 
Ruffians and Window-breakers fight by night, let us expect the morning 
lighr, that the Sun may be the Witneſs of our Valour ; on this Condi. 
tion, that he who is vanquiſh'd ſhall be wholly at the Victor's Mercy, 
to do whatever he ſhall be commanded, according to the Rules of Chi. 
valry. 

Libolve the Conditions, quo Don %rixote, and at the ſame time both 
the Chamggons went to look out their Squires, whom they found ſnoring 
ket ihe two Weſtern Barge-men : But they preſently waken'd *em 
out of their {weet Sleep, and gave em order to get their Horſes ready, 
and to ſee that their Tackling was tight and ſound, fairly intimating 
the bloody Combat that was to be between 'em ſo ſoon as the Sun ſhonld. 
be up to lend 'em his light. S2zcho was Thunder-ſtrook at the News, 
for he dreaded the event of ſuch a fatal Encounter, eſpecially after the 
Stories which the new Squire had toid him of the Ki2hr of the Woul'' 
Valour. | 

Sancho, however, would not diſcover his Perplexity, but up he rouz'd 
and went with his Companion to feek for the Horſes. By the way, quo 
the $q»ire of the 1/2, I ind our Maſters are to fight to morrow— by 
which I perceive we mult not be long Friends ; for "tis the Pratice of our Or- 
der, according to the Fr7czch Cuſtom, that when the Principals are engagd, 
the Sccozds, who are the Squires, mult not be idle, but ought to try their 
Skill and their Mettle at the ſame time. This may be a Cuſtom, quo 
$:acho among Deſperado's and Duellers, but among Squires-Ttinerant 1 know 
no ſuch Prattice— neither did I ever hear my Maſter ſpeak of any 
ſuch thing, who has all the Statutes of Kight-Errantry by heart, Be- 
ſides, if there be any ſuch Statute, then there muſt be a Penalty ; and 
I had rather pay the Penalty, which cannot be above t wo Groats, then 
forfeit my whole Eſtate in Lint and Plaiſters— for methinks I ſee 
my ſelf cleft into two equal halves, like a {lit Deal, already; and what 
the cloſing me together again will coſt, Heaven and the Surgeon only 
knows. And then, my dear Brother, there's one thing more— I ha' ne're 
a Sword, nor never wore one 1 my life that I remember— 

Why then we'll take another niethod, quo the Squire of the Wood; — 
I ha' got two Oaken Plants juſt of the ſame length and bigneſs to a hair's 
breadth, you ſhall meaſure ?*@m your felt and take your own choice; for 
. we muſt not ſtand till with our hands in our Pockets What will 
that ſignifie, quo Saxcho ? nothing but the duſting of our Dublets— 
and for my part, I had mine ſcourd at the Cloath- workers bur juſt be- 
fore I came forth—— — How d'ye mean, quo the S$9uire of the Word; 
I intend to fcrew on at the end of each Cudgel, a couple a? Clock-weights 
of Lead, made purpolely for the Sport— for there are more Inſtruments 
of Death then one— Body o' my Father, Brother Squire, quo Saxcho, it 
you have a Head of Braſs, what's that to me? mine is only a hollow round 
Pone cover'd over with a thin Skin, and a little Fleſh, God knows 
In a word, Brother Squire, tho your Cudgels were as limber as Taylors 
Lifts, Iam not in a Humour to fight ; let our Maſters fight if they pleaſe, 
and hear on'c 1 the other World-— let us drink, till one of us falls firt : 
there Im for ye-— and *tis the ſhorter and the ſafer way— Time will 
take care, nee fear it, to diſpatch us out of the World, we need Ms 
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haſty of our ſelves. We need not be ſo furious to gather the Plums that 
will drop o themſelves when they're Ripe. However, quo the Squire of 
the Wood, there's a neceſſity for it ; we muſt fight half an Hour— not 
a Minute, quo Sazcho ; it ſhall ne*re be ſaid I quarrel'd with a Man thar 
gave me good Wine, and good Vittles— beſides, I am angry with no Man 
living how the Devil can a Man fight when he is not angry ? Oh! 
but there's a way to wake your Choler, go the Squire 0 the Wood; with 
three or four good duſts o' the Chops, and half a dozen kicks o' the Guts 
before we go tot—— Ay, Ay, quo Sancho, and there's a way too to lay 
your fury ſo faſt afleep, by ſpatring out thoſe miſchievous Brains of yours, 
with a good Leaver, before we go to't that it ſhall never wake more unleſs 
ith other World— where you ſhall hear of mel am no ſuch Milk-ſop, that 
will let every body play with my Noſe— Come, Come, take heed of wa- 
king a fleeping Lyon — They that look after Wool, many times return 
without Hair—— God has bleſs'd Peace, and layd his Curſe upon War —. 
| Tet us do ſo too—-—- if a Cat too much baited in a narrow Room becomes 
'a Dragon, what may I turn to, too much chaf'd, that am a Man —- Well 
uo the Squire, *cwill be day preſently, and then we ſhall ſee what's to be 
one——— 

: And now the little Birds began to chirp their Early Salutations to the 
Dauning Light; and fair Aurora diſcovering her Eaſtern Beauties, 
ſhook from her Dewy Locks thoſe Showrs of Pearls, that enliven'd and 
enrichd the Flowry Meadows. The Fields. were freſh and Gay, the 

' Woods were merry ; Serenity and Sunſhine laugh*d upon the Earth. 
 Oaly Saxcho was ſtrangely ſurpriz?d with tear and AMiQtion ; for no 
ſooner Day-light began to diſtinguiſh ObjeQs, but the firſt thing that offe- 
red it ſelf to Sazcho's view, was the Squire of the Woods Noſe, which was 
of that unreaſonable length and bigneſs, that it overſhadow'd his whole 
Body. To tell ye truth, the Authorof the Hiſtory in Arabick, who, good 
honeſt plain dealing Soul, was no friend to Hyperboles, modeſtly aver'd 
it, to have been about the bigneſs of one of 'the Arches of Loxdon Bridge, 
and to ſtand bending as they do ; and beſides, that it was Camel-backd i 
the middle ; there ſhooted forth alſo from the ſides of it, as it were ſeven 
other leſſer Noſes, ſo beſtudded with Warts, atid Carbuncles of all ſorts 
and Colours, blew, green, and rubicund, for number like the Sands of 
the Sea, that it render'd the Countenance of the Squire moſt hideous, and 
inhuman. And this Monſtrous Apparition /'it was, that put poor Sax- 
cho into ſuch a Pannick dread, that he made vows in his Heart to all the 
Saints in the uppermoſt Region for his deliverance : and {o diſturbd the 
natural Operations of his Body, that he fell a vomiting and'{cummering as 
if he had ſwallow'd- a whole Pothecary?'s Shop ; ſo that he'reſolvd to en- 
dure five hundred Kicks o' the Paunch, rather then his Choler ſhould wa- 
ken to combat ſuch a dreadful Hobgoblin. | 

In the mean time Do Quixote fix*d. his Eyes upon his Adverſary, but 
could not ſee his Face; in regard he had already put on his Helmer and 
pulPd down his Bever : however he obſerv'd him- to be ſtrong: Limm'd 
and well Set. Over his Armour he wore a Coat that ſeem'd to be of Ti/- 
ſee, glittering with little ' pieces of Looking-glaſſes cut into half Moons, 
very dazling and mighty Emblematical. Abour his Helmet wav'd a Plume 
of yellow, green, and white Feathers, and his Launce, which he had ſet up 
apainſt a Tree, was very thick and long, with a Steel Head at the end, 
about a Foot in length, and ſcowr'd as bright as an Andirov. Don Quixote 


obſerving all this, judgd him to be a Man of great ſtrength; but _ 
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far from being diſmay'd, like his Squire Sancho, that advancing towards 
the Knight with a lively and undaunted Countenance, Sir Kzight of the 
Looking-glaſſes, quo he, if your eager defire of Combat have not exrin. 
quiſh'd all your good Nature, Jift up your Bever I beſeech ye, that I may 
ſee whether the Air of your Face be anſ{werabie to the Vigour and Propor- 
tion of your Body.—— You may have time enough to examin that hereaf. 
ter Sir Knight, quo the Kxighr of the  Looking-glaſſes ; at preſent I have 
not leifure to ſatisfie ſuch a vain piece of Curioſity ; for every minute of de- 
lay from Combat, is ſtill ſo much rime robb'd from Ro/amonds Beauty and 
my own Honour. At leaſt you may tell me, quo Doz Lrixote, while we 
get a Horſcback, whether I be the ſame Doz Quixote or no, whom you 
pretend to ha* vanquifhd. Why truly Sir, qup :he Kizht of the Louking- 
glaſſes, you are as like him as if y* had been ſpit out of his Mouth : But in 
regard you fay- you are perſecuted by Enchanters, I will not fwear you are 
the ſame. ?Tis very well reply'd Don Qurxote; but by the Hoſt of Azypr, 
if Heaven, my Miſtriſs, and my own Courage fail me not, before a Cat 
can lick her Ear, Ile ſee that diſdainful Face of yours, and make ye know [ 
am not that Do» Zaixote whom you vapour fo briskly to have, Ham- 
ſftringd. At the ſame time they both mounted, and parted from each 
other to take ground for their Career —— But before Doz Zuixote had rid 
twenty Paces, the Knight of the Looking-g/aſſes calling after him, Sir 
Knight quo he, you remember the Conditions, that the Captive ſhall be 
at the mercy of the Viaor—— I do, reply d Dox Quixote, provided the 
Victor impoſe nothing contrary to the Laws of Chivalry—— That's but 
juſt; reply'd the Knight of. the Looking-glaſſes. ; 

-- Thus they parted a ſecond time ; when Don Zatixote caft his Eye by 
Ehance upon the Squires huge Toting Noſe ; upon which while he was ta- 
ring and gaping with more aftoniſhment then the Country Folks gape upon 
the Picture of the Rhinoceros, Sancho, who would not ftir from Roſinanre's 
Crupper, as being in Mortal fear of his Companion with the Elephants 
Szout, took an occaſion to whiſper his Maſter i th? Ear, and defire him to 
help him up into a Tree, where he might in ſafety behold the Combat, 
which he believ'd would be one of the ſharpeſt that ever were Fought. 
Sirrah, quo Doz Yuixote, 15 thisa time to diſturb me wi' your fooleries !— 
To tell you truth, Sir, quo Sacho, that ugly Noſe does ſo terrifge me, that! 
dare not truf? my ſelf alone upon the Ground with that hideous Monſter : I 
wonder how the-Devil the Knight can endure ſuch an Apparition in his 
Company-—— I wiſh it may not be the Necromazcer himſelf that proteQs 
him—— I confeſs reply'd Do» Quixote, IT never ſaw ſuch a Stygian ſpeQa- 
cle ” my Life, I cannot blame thee for being afraid—— and 4 {laying he 
rode among the Boughs, till S2zcho got up behind him and ſo ſcrambl'd in- 
toa Tree, where he fate like a Judge in a Balcony. 

Now while Doz Qzixote was helping his Squire, the Knight of the Look- 
zng-elaſſes ſetting Spurs to his Horſe, began his Career as faſt as his Horſes 
heels could carry him, which truly was no more then a gentle Trot ; for 
indeed his Courſer was neither more mettleſom, nor much better in heart 
then Roſinante—— juſt ſuch another Spizrle as your Prentices ride out a 
Town, upon a Sunday Morning. But ſeeing Dox Quixote buſie, as I ſaid be- 
fore, heſtopd r the middle of his Career, to the great comfort of his Hack- 
ey. Which when Doz Quixote beheld, he couch'd his. Lance, and ſetting 
his Spurs to Ryſinartes ſides, gave him ſach ſharp Memenro Mar''s, that the 
Story ſays, he forc'd himintoa Gallop. On the other ſide rhe Knight of the 
Looking: glaſſes lay, dig, dig, like a Seaman þetxyeen his Horſcs Ribs, wY 
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he would ha* ſpurr'd out his Bowels, but the more pains ;he took, the 
more ſtock-{till the Jade ſtood. Dor 2»ixote took no notice of this difor- 
der of his Adverſary, but preſſes on furiouſly, unhorſes him, and ſends him 
ounce to the hard Earth with ſuch a damnable ſquelch, as bear all the 
Breath out of his Body— infomuch that poor frail Mortality lay without 
Life or Motion, helpleſs. "x1; 
Saxcho no ſooner ſaw the Knight fallen, but down he comes ſpinning 
from his Tree, like a Spider from the Top of a Window, and falls a run- 
ning to the Spoil, like a Spaniel after a new Shot Wild.duck.. But when 
Don Quixote had unlac'd the Knights Helmer to give bim Air ; Heaven's ! 
in what an amazement was he, when he ſaw the Face of the Knight of 'the 
Looking-glaſſes ? for at thETame time he beheld the very ' Aſpe&;: Phy- 
fiognomy, Shape and Lineaments of his Acquaintance, young Samſor Carraſ- 
cos Countenance. — Saxcho— Sancho— quo He,come hither quickly, ers 
ly— look, ſee, view, ſurvey, obſerve, andconſider that Face—— and 
then tell me what thou thinkſt of the Malice of Necromazcers, and the 
force of Inchantments ? —— Upon thole words, Saxcho drew neer, and'be- 
holding ſuch an exaCt reſemblance of his Friend Samſon; Ave Maris'quo 
He, Croſſing and Bleſſing himſelf, as if he had met his Grandfathers 
Ghoſt——- for Heaven's ſake, Sir, make ſure work— run your Sword in at 
his Throat, and out at his Fundament —— *tis. a thouſand Pound to a Nut- 
ſhell but you may chance to Murder one of 'thole Necromancers that ſo ma- 
licioufly haunt your Good fortane. By the Maſs, and-fo I will, quo Doz

The very fame, quo the Squire and Te tell ye at more leifure, the oc- 
caſion that brought us hither.

Oz 24ixotejogg'd merrily along, Triumphing and Glorying in the great 
D Victory he Pg got over the Knight of re. gu iwgy fy" whom he 
would not allow by any means, to be any other then one of the moſt Va- 
liant Knights under the blew Skie. And beſides that, relying as he did up- 
on the ſolemn Promiſe the forlorn Knight had made him, and which he 
could not violate without tranſgrefſing the Laws of Chivalry Errant, and 
rendring himſelf unworthy the noble Profeſſion ; he now expeCted ſudden 
news of his Princeſs Dzlc;zea, and whither ſhe ſtill continued under the

Blear-ey d, Blubber-lipt, Hopper-ars'd, and breathing only burnt Feathers and 
Aſſa-fetida, What greater proof of their malice and their power ? and 
what other Artifice could they have more cunningly invented, to leſf.n and 
ecliple the Glory of ſuch an Important ViCtory, as if the famous Knight 
that fell by the ſtrength of my Arm, had: been no more when he came to 
be conquer, then a pitiful Servitor of a Colledge— whereas had he van- 
quiſh'd me, thou ſhouldſt have ſeen him appearing in another form : But 
itis my Comfort, thar in ſpight of all cheir Charms my Courage render'd 
me Victorious. Wellquo Sazcho, the Truth of this Myſtery will one day 
come to light : for he was no way fatisfi'd with his Maſter's Arguments ; 
however he durſt not contradi& him for fear of diſcovering the Chear 
which himſelf had put upon him. 

While they were thus diſcourſing together, they were overtak'a by a 
Gentleman upon a curious Dapple Grey Mare : He was Habited after the 
Country Faſhion, in a Gray Coat, with Gold Buttons, with a ſhort Han- 
ger by his Side, and a Velvet Monteero upon his Head ; he had a Pair of 
Summer Boots upon his Legs, with Spurs richly inlay'd. As he rode by,

He's not a 
Horſe addifted to Licentious Inclinations, and if he happen'd to fly out once 
in his life, I am ſure he had a ſevere correction for it, beſides what it dearly 
colt my Maſter and I. And therefore, Sir, never be afraid, your Mare's as fafe 
as if ſhe were in a Nuzzery : They might live ten years together, your 
Mare and onr Horſe, before he would ſo much as ask her the Queſtion, if 
ſhe did not Court him firſt. With that, upon Saxcho's word, the Gentle- 
man ſtopp'd his Mare and rode ſoftly, ever and anon cafting his Eye with . 

admiration and wonder, upon Doz Zuixote's exorbitant Figure, who then 
rode without his Helmet, which his Squire carry'd faſtend to the Pummel 
of his Pack-ſaddle. 

But if the Gentleman ſurvey'd Doz Ruixate, the Knight had his Eyes no 
lefs wiſhly fix'd upon the Gentleman, who ſeem'd to be a Perſon of Quali- 
ty, by his Aſpe& and Deportment.

K night-Errant is to traverſe the World, to look danger i the Face where

+ ons and Hobgoblins, it being the duty of his Profeſſion upon all. occafions 
to be ready to meet, to dare, to encounter, and overcome to the utmoſt 
of his Power ; and not to ſuffer the leaſt diſturbance of the Peace, and 
Tranquillity.of human Kind.

Doz Quixote no ſooner, beheld 
her, but he threw himſelf from Roſzante's Back, and with his accuſtom'd - 
Gravity ſaluted the Lady. Wife, {aid the Gentleman; ; this is Dozx "aa 
de 1a Mancha, the moſt Prudeftit and Valiant Knights Errant I the. World, 
and therefore give him a Welcome according to: his Merit. ' Thereupon 
Hs Bbb 2 | Madam 
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Madam Chriſtina (for fo was the Lady call'd) receiv'd him with a more 
then ordinary Civility ; to which when the Knight had made his due Re. 
turns, he ſaluted the Son, berween whom and the Knight there paſgq 
ſeveral moſt learned and unuſual Complements ; which pur the young Sty- 
dent intoa high conceit of his Parts. Afterwards Do Quixore being con- 
ducted into a fair Hallz Saxcho help'd him oft with his Armour; which 
being done, the Knight appear'd in a pair of cloſe Breeches, and a Wat. 
coat of Shamoy Leather, all beſmear'd with the filth of his ruſty ay. 
mour ; a plain Quaker-like Band, unſtarch'd, about his Neck : upon his 
Legs he wore a pair of Leather Spatterlaſhes over his Stockins, which 
Heaven knows whether they were Yarn or Worſted ; and upon his Feet , 
pair of Wax'd Shoes that had been often at the Coblers : His Sword hung 
by his ſide in a Belt made of a Sea-wolts Skin ; for *tis th' Opinion of ma. 
ny that he had been troubPd with a Gonorrhea for ſeveral years. But 
the main of all his Bravery conſiſted in a long leaguer Drap de berry Cloak 
that cover'd all the Reſt. ,

To tell ye truth, Sir, quo Lorenzo, I do not under- 
and that Science at all, nor indeed did I ever hear talk of it before. 'Tis a 
Science, quo Doz Zz:xote, that incloles in it {elf all the other Sciences i? 
the World. He that would profeſs it muſt be a Lawyer, and underſtand 
the Laws of Diſtributive and Commutative Juftice : He ought to be a Di- 
vine to give a Reaſon of his Faith : It behoves him to be a Phyſician to 
underſtand the nature of Simples ; for Surgeons do not hang our their 
Anatomy-ſigns in Deſarts and Mountains : He ought to be a Mafter in A- 
ſtrology, to underſtand the Motions and Influences of the Starsz how elſe 
ſhall he know what a Clock 'tis in a dark night upon Weſtbury Plain, or in 
what part of the World he is; and the difterence of Climates ?

T was now about four a Clock i' the Afternoon, anda cloſe day, ſothat 
the Sun not able to pierce the thicker Clouds with his ſcalding Beams, 
gave Don 2aixote the liberty to enjoy the cool Air, and to: entertain his

When y*are deſcended, faid he,. about twelve or fifreen Fathoms into

ing all Sancho's prudent Admonitions, who had no kindneſs for ſuch ſort 
of Adventures; at what time the armed Rabble hemn'd him in, beliey- 


ing him to be one of their Party. But Don Quixote lifting up his Vizor, 
and with a lofty Countenance deſiring the Throng to make way, rode up 
to the Standard, where the chief Maſters of Miſrule gather'd about him, 
no leſs aſtoniſh*d-then others had been' before at his ſtrange Phyliognomy 
and Equipage. Don Quixote therefore perceiving how they. ſtard and 
gap'd upon him, reſolv'd to take the Advantage ,of their filence, and 


willing to enlighten their Underſtandings, 


Gentlemen, ſaid he, I defire yee with all the love and kindneſs that may 


' be, not to interrupt me in my diſcourſe,. unleſs you: £nd it diſplealing to 


your Ears; for then upon the holding up of a Finger ſhall op, tho ic 
be 1 the midſt of my Career. Thereupon one that ſeem'd ro command the 
Reſt bid him ſpeak freely, and as long as he, pleas'd. - Then Dor Zrixote 
beginning a ſecond time. be ev ye | 
Gentlemen, ſid he, I am a K7ight-Errayt, Armsare my Exerciſe, and 
my Profeſſion -is to ſaccour- thoſe that are under Oppreſſion -and have 
need of my Aflance. "Ir is but within thefe few days. that I underſtood 
the miſchance that. had befall'n.yee, and how that yee had taken. Arms to 
revenge your ſelves upon a Company of Coggſhall Jeerers, that inſulted over 
your, Misfortune/#1-muſt confeſs I have been ever ſince - conſidering, and 
pondering, and meditating upon your Caſe ; .and1 find by the ſtrickt Laws 
of Duels, that you'injure your ſelves, in believing. your ſelves affronted ; 
for that one particular Perſon cannot affront a whole Corporation and So- 
ciety of "Men, unleſs it be by accuſing Jem. of a general Rebellion or 
InſurreQion, for want' of knowing the Ringleaders. Of which we 
have a notable ' Example in the Caſe of Doz Diego, de Lara, who ac- 
cus'd all the Inhabitants of Zamora for Traytors, not knowing that Yellido 
oo had Kkilld the King his Maſter; and ſo accuſing all, the Revenge 
and the Defence belong*d.to all in General. . I muſt confeſs, Doz Diego 
ſtraind a Note above' E/a3 for it was unreaſonable to, accuſe the Dead, 
or the Waters, or the: Corn that was reap'd, or thoſe that were unborn, 
as you may read in the Accuſation ; but when a Mani's'We:/ch Blood 1s up, 
there is no Curb that can hold-it in. * Wiſe Men' and well govern'd Re- 
publicks never take Arms, nor hazard their Lives and Eſtates, but, upon 
five occaſions; Tf the firſt. place to defend their Religion ; Secondly in 
defence of their Lives and Fortuges, which the Laws both of God and 
Man allow : Thirdly,” to maintaiF®the Honour and Dignity of ouf Fami- 
lies ; Fourthly, for the Service 'of our Prince in his juſt Wars : Fifthly, 
which indeed may be refer'd to the ſecond, in defence of our Countxy— 
Under theſe five, as Capital Heads, may be comprehended all the other oc- 
cafions of taking Arms in a juſt cauſe. But.to run Hurry Hurry, to te- 
venge and {laughter for Trifles, and the little Extravagancies, of wanton 
Waggery and Paſtime; is not only a breach of the Law, but direCtly

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: Here Don Zuixoe paws'd a while, as 'it were to take breath; at what 
time S2xcho believing he ltd done, the Devil cake me, quo he, if this 
' Maſter a* mine be not a DoQtor of Divinify ; or if he be not ſo indeed, 
he's as like one as four Pence to a Groat ; and then,encourag'd by the 
continu'd attention of the Armed Auditory Gentlemen, quo he, 
My Lord Doz Z4ixote, once call'd the Kight of the Ill-favourd Countenance; 
but now the Kight of” the Lyons, is a Perſon of great knowledge and dil- 
cretion, and one that can ſpeak Latin as fluently as an Uſher of a School : 
and in all the Counſels and Admonitions that he gives he ſpeaks like a 
Souldier, bluntly but to the purpoſe. - He- has all the Laws and Statutes of 
Military Diſcipline and Knight-Errantry at his Fingers ends, ſo that you 
may depend upon his Advice ; and- in ſo doing if ever yee.tread awry, 
then will I give yeec leave to brand me for an Infidel. And I muſt tell yee; 
'tis not without good Reaſon that he ſeems ſo much offended at your quar- 
relling ſo idly about a filly Buſineſs of Byaying. For I remember when I 
was a little Scaperloiterer, and us'd to play truant,'.I took great; delight in 
Braying ; aid by often prattice, without offence td your Worlhifs, and 
without vanity be it ſpoken, .it was ſo natural to-me, that all the Aﬀes 7 
' the Village would fall a Braying when they heard'me- Bray. And yet for 
all that, I was no leſs the "Son: of Parents, who were [Both well deſcended. 
I muſt. confeſs that for this excellent Quality. of mine, I was: envy'd by a- 
bove four of the beſt Young Men i the Pariſh, but I valu'd *em not a But- 
ton ; well knowing that every Man .was to make the beſt of thoſe parts 
which Heaven and his own Induſtry :had beſtow'd upon him. Now, Gen- 
tlemen, to let you ſee that'T am no Eyar, but one that always tells truth, 
do but hear me, and then yeur own Ears'fhall be Judges ; for this Art of 
mine is like ſwimming, once acquird 'tis never forgot. And ſo faying, 
the ſincere Squire, clapping both the' Paums of his Hands to: his Noſe, 
fell a Braying with ſuch a ſtrong and vigorous breath, that he made allthe 
Neighbouring Woods and Valles ring again. But as'he was going to re- 
cover his Wind, and Bray a ſecond time, one of thoſe that ſtood next 


him, believing he had done it in mockery, gave him ſuch-a thump with 4 


Woodden Leaver upon the Reins of his Back, that he felld poor Sancho 
from his Aſs, and layd him ſprawling upon the Ground. Don Quixote 
&eiog his unfortunate Squire ſo uncivilly us'd, ran with his Lance conch'd 
apainſt the remorceleſs Afaylant ; but finding him reſcud by fuch a num- 
ber of Pitehforks and other deſperate Weapons, and feeling it already be- 
gan to rain, mortal ſhowers of Stones about. his Ears, beſides a great num- 
ber of Muskets ready to.give Fire, he withdrew himſelf out of the Throng 
as faſt as Roſinante could Gallop,. heartily recommending himſelf to God 
and his dear Miſtreſs, believing himſelf already ſhot through with a thon- 
fand Bullets : but the Rabble being fatisfi'd with his Flight, never offer'd 
to ſend any of their Leaden Meſſengers after him. As for Sancho, he was 
acquitted, upon payment of the blow he had receiv'd ; ſo that they layd 
him athwart his Aſs, hardly recover'd. from the ſwimming of bis Head 
that accompany'd the bruiſe of his Back, . and ſuffer'd him to follow his Ma- 
fter ; which his, Grizz/e according to Cuſtom did of her own accord, as 
not being able to quit the Society of Roſinante, tho but for a moment. 
Don Quixote on'the other fide having try'd Roſinantes Heels, and percerv- 
ing himſelf out of Gun-ſhot, fac'd'about; and ſeeing Sazcho and his Als 
pacing fair and ſoftly towards him, without any troubleſom Train attending 
'em, ſtay to receive and condole his Friend and Aſſociate. |

Sazxcho, as I ſaid 
before, follow 'd his Mafter ftretcht out upon his Gr:zz/e, and having reco- 
verd his Sences, juſt as he had overtaken him, fell down at-Roſinaxte's Feet, 


Preſently Don. Luixore alighted to fearch his Wounds, but finding his Skin 


whole, in'a Pelting chafe, Friend, quo he, who the Devil taught you to 
Bray with a Pox to yee ? I had rhought you ' had known better things, then to 
be talking of Halters, in the. Houſe of a Man whoſe Parents were hang a. 
*Slife ! what other payment could ſuch a Mufitioner as you expe for his 


' Muſick ?' Go and thank God, Sirrha, that inftead of dry blows, they did 


not ſlice thee into fat-Collops.. 

IT have not a word to fay for.my ſelf, reply*d Sazcho, my Kidneys ſpeak 
ſufficiently for me 3 pray, Sir, help me up, and let's get out of this place; 
if everl way again 1 this World, Tle gr yeemy Mother fora Maid. On- 
ly Icannot forbear to obſerve the Wiſdom and Prudence of you Kzieh:- 
Errazts in tunning away to fave one, and leave their Squires to be thraſhd 
like Wallnut Trees-:in the midſt of their Enemies. No, Sazcho, reply'd 
Dox Quixote, T'did not run away, but only retire ; for thou muſt know 
Sancho, that Valour which is not ſupported by Prudence is meer Raſhneſs, 
and the Attions of a Raſh Man are attributed: rather to his good Fortune, 
then to his Courage : I muſt confeſs I did retire, but not flie; and+in fo 


doing I did bur imitate the moſt Valiant Captains, who not to hazard their 


Honour indiſcreetly, have reſerv'd themſelves for more favourable occaſi- 
ons. Hiſtories are full of Accidents of thefame Nature, but as it is to no 
purpoſe, ſo neither am Tin a humour at preſent to urge Preſidents. 

By this time Do» 2uixote having ſetrl'd Sancho upon his Aſs, and being 
mounted himſelf, they march'd fair and ſoftly along to a Wood about a 
g_ a Mile off : Yet as ſoftly as they rode, Saxcho could not forbear 
etching moſt profound ſighs, and making heavy Lamentations, be- 
moaning his Ribs after a moſt doleful manner ; of which when Doz 
241x0re demanded the Reaſon, poor Saxcho ſadly anſwerd,' that from his 
Nock-bone to the very Nape of his Neck, his pain was ſich: as almoſt be- 
reft him of his Speech.
